Stonewallorama Stonewall Souvenirs

After a week of amazing athletic 
events in locations all over New York 
City, the extra thousands who poured in 
for the weekend began to take over the 
streets of the West Village and beyond to 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of the 
Stonewall Riots. 

Friday, June 24, the Drag March start¬ 
ed only a few minutes late at Tompkins 
Square Park in the East Village. The 
group was small, what with the threat of 
rain. But by the time the herd, with only a 
hundred or so actually in full or partial 
drag, the rest supporters and activists hail¬ 
ing pink cardboard guns, reached 
Washington Square, the chants and slo¬ 
gans - “Drag will set you free!” for 
example - had attracted hundreds more. 
Celebrations burst out around Sheridan 
Square, and after a difficult moment 
where PWA Randy Bums, resplendent in 
black midi and white pearls, got his 
wheel-chair caught in the NYPD barri¬ 
cades, the cops relented, and as has hap¬ 
pened for years, the Radical Faeries led a 


circle dance on Seventh Avenue for a 
while. 

Fortunately we found our way indoors 
for a small party overlooking the Square, 
and the other, un-vandalized George 
Segal sculpture “Gay Liberation,” as the 
sheets of rain came down, cleansing the 
streets, sending scantily-clad homos 
under awnings and into cafes. 

Barbra Streisand’s son, Jason Gould, 
came to the cloistered party, and every 
gay tongue bit itself, holding back the 
inevitable question, “So, is your mom 
gonna give up a little free show or what?” 

But the rain soon cleared, and we 
returned to the streets, wet and sweet with 
desire. Men far outnumbered women on 
the historic Christopher Street, and the 
inherent racism in the queer community 
was evidenced by the separate clusters of 
carousers. At the same time, dozens of 
floors up, and in swankier neighborhoods, 
$1000 a plate dinners feted gay white 
power brokers. 

On Saturday, all over town, at brunch¬ 
es and finals, at the Community Center

Memories of Stonewall 25 are as plen¬ 
tiful and as colorful as the multititude of 
strands in the mile-long, three-ton 
Rainbow flag that stretched past the 
United Nations in New York City June 26 
as far as the eye could see. 

By all accounts, straight and gay, the 
Gay Games and Stonewall 25 marked a 
turning point in the struggle for 
lesbian/gay/bi/transgender liberation. The 
coverage was front-page and internation¬ 
al. The events were expected to bring in 
roughly $455 million (according to city 
estimates two and a half months ago) - 
$55 million more than World Cup Soccer. 
The greatest achievement of the marches, 
rallies, and conferences was in officially 
stamping our place in history, more clear¬ 
ly defining us as a people. 

There was a real thirst to know every 
drop of history. Everywhere young queers 
fawned over and paid hom-age to their 
elders - the Stonewall Survivors and the 
Stonewall predecessors such as 
Mattachine Society founder Harry Hay 


and Barbara Gittings, who founded the 
East Coast chapter of Daughters of Bilitis 
in 1958 and helped organize the extreme¬ 
ly “risky” first gay picket lines in front of 
the White House in the mid-1960s when 
“picketting was not a popular tactic.” 

As 75-year-old Stonewall 25 founder 
Morris Right put it, “25 years ago we 
believed we were inferior. 25 years later 
we have evolved. Perhaps the most 
important victory was the victory over 
self.” 

And as speaker after speaker - from 
Nebraska to Alabama to Russia and South 
Africa and Thailand - noted, 
that victory began small, with just one 
success by a triumphant bunch of throw¬ 
away queers standing up to police at a 
shabby Mafia-owned gay bar in 
Greenwich Village. “No Morel” needs no 
translation. 

In the spirit of those fierce early 
Stonewallers, the hundreds of thousands 
of queers who strolled the New York City 
streets found their own stunning moments 
of personal triumph over societal-

Ballestreros Named IVans. Comm.

Jon Ballestreros, an openly gay man, was sworn 
in as a member of Mayor Jordan’s new 
Transportation Commission on Tuesday, June 28. 

Ballestreros is a legislative analyst for the Bay 
Area Air Quality Management District and a for¬ 
mer chief assistant to the California Assembly’s 
Elections and Reapportionment Committee. 

A cum laude graduate of Claremont 
McKenna College with an undergraduate eco¬ 
nomics degree, Ballestreros also attended the 
Lyndon John School of Public Affairs at the 
University of Texas in Austin. 

Ballestreros, a daily Muni rider, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he had several major goals for Muni. 

“I want to see Muni become a little more user- 
friendly and a lot safer,” Ballestreros said. “And 
more courteous. 

“And, Muni needs to deal with its on-time 
issues,” he said. 

Ballestreros also believes bus drivers needed to 
be trained about courtesy issues and violence pre¬ 


vention. 

“Riders need to be treated as if they are paying cus¬ 
tomers. We are paying customers,” Ballestreros said. 

Ballestreros also told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he wants to find the funds to make sure that 
the 50 peace officers Mayor Jordan has promised 
for Muni will stay on Muni and not be detailed 
elsewhere as the need arises. 

The first act of the newly formed commission 
was to name Phil Adams, head of the Department 
of Transportation, to replace Muni General 
Manager Johnny Stein. 

The Transportation Commission was created as 
a result of voter approval of Proposition M, which 
separated the Municipal Railway from the city’s 
Public Utilities Commission. The city department 
has an annual budget of $270 million for the 1994 
fiscal year. $100 million of the funds come from 
the city’s cash-strapped general budget. 

In addition to Ballestreros and Adams, Jordan 
also appointed architect James Jefferson, Joan 
Rummelsburg, Arlene Wong, and Kay Yu to the 
Commission. ▼

Fighting Talk at Dunning Dinner

Openly lesbian Navy 
Lieutenant Zoe Dunning, who 
has remained in the U.S. Navy 
Reserves against the wishes of 
Navy brass pending a court rul¬ 
ing, was the guest speaker June 
14 for the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network 
(SLDN), held at the City Club 
of San Francisco. 

C. Dixon Osburn and 
Michelle Benecke, co-executive 
directors of SLDN, spoke of 
Dunning’s ongoing battle with 
the Navy, and how the seven- 
month-old organization is able 
to help gay and lesbian mem¬ 
bers of the U.S. armed services 
hurt by the gay ban. 

Osburn said this was the 
SLDN’s first venture into the 
West Coast. He added that the 
group was placing an ad this 
month in the Army Air Force 
Navy Times newspaper, to make 
more gays and lesbians in the 
military aware of them. 

Benecke said the organiza¬ 
tion came into existence to 
assist military members who 
continue to be investigated 
under the gay ban. “The idea for 
SLDN actually occurred five 
years ago when I was investigat¬ 
ed at Ft. Bliss, Texas,” Benecke 
said. Benecke is a former cap¬ 
tain and battery commander 
with the U.S. Army. 

“My experience,” Benecke 
said, “was not comparatively 
unique, because the military, in 
a quite systematic way, seeks to 
hunt down gay people, and 
either prosecute them criminally 
or kick them out. Activities such 
as hand-holding or placing an 
arm around a weeping col¬ 
league’s shoulder have resulted 
in criminal charges with poten¬ 
tial sentences up to five years, 
and this continues today.” 

Dunning presented a framed 
certificate of appreciation to 
attorneys at the San Francisco 
law firm of Morrison & 
Foerster, and some others, for 
their work on her case, handled 
on a pro bono basis. The award 
honored Gregory A. Bonfiglio, 
Amy C. Brown, Jeff Byrne, 
Kate Dyer (former legislative 
assistant to Representative 
Gerry Studds), John Gibson, 
Elena Kondos Hillman, Mary 
McNamara, and Priscilla Smith. 

Before bestowing the award, 
Dunning thanked the SLDN for 


its work, and explained their 
strategy. “What we do is bring 
public scrutiny and accountabil¬ 
ity onto commands that are not 
accustomed to that,” Dunning 
said. 

“When I was investigated, it 
was done totally in secret, and I 
was paralyzed in fear. What we 
are able to do is reach out to 
military members, and let them 
know they are not alone. We can 
inform them of their options, 
and help them make decisions.” 

In a voice sometimes crack¬ 
ing with emotion, Dunning said 
that “somehow the military 
makes you feel that you are in 
the wrong. When I came out, the 
time between deciding to come 
out and actually coming out was 
about 36 hours. I had no legal 
representation when I did it, and 
I had nowhere to turn.” 

Her story was passed on to 
various attorneys and law firms. 
“Eventually, attorney John 
Gibson [at Hinman & 
Carmichael] shopped my case 
around, and Morrison & 
Foerster took me on as a client,” 
Dunning said. 

“Thanks to Morrison & 
Foerster, I was put back on full- 
paid status,” Dunning added. “I 
will be having a new hearing 
this summer under the military’s 
new policy.” 

She made the point that 
SLDN is important - not only to 
gays and lesbians in the mili- 
t^, but to the entire gay/les¬ 
bian community. “When asked 
to be on the national board of 
directors,” she said, “I took it 
willingly.” 

Craig Haack, formerly a cor¬ 
poral in the U.S. Marine Corps, 
spoke of his vicious mistreat¬ 
ment that turned into a witch 
hunt while he was stationed at 
Okinawa, Japan. Haack had 
planned to leave the Marines on 
May 9, but was detained until 
June 10. 

“NIS (Naval Investigative 
Service) agents came to my 
room one day, and said I was 
suspected of being a homosexu¬ 
al,” Haack said. They tore apart 
his room, and “seized my word 
processor, videotapes, private 
letters, and even some 1970s 
platform shoes,” Haack told the 
assembled guests, mostly attor¬ 
neys. 

The agents searched through 
his locker, and left the room a 
wreck. 


Some Marines slashed his 
tires, and others threatened 
physical harm. He was eventu¬ 
ally transferred to another 
Marine base for his own person¬ 
al safety. Haack later went to the 
post library, and looked through 
microfiche of the San Francisco 
phone directory. 

He called a gay group, and 
was referred to SLDN. Haack 
said he had nothing but deep 
gratitude for SLDN, and doubt¬ 
ed he would have been there to 
tell the tale without the organi¬ 
zation’s intervention. 

In accepting the award from 
Dunning, Bonfiglio said that 
“the people who really deserve 
the credit here are not the 
lawyers, but the people who are 
out on the line. 

“I don’t have someone fol¬ 
lowing me around, talking to 
my friends and loved ones, and 
reading my personal mail,” 
Bonfiglio said. 

Bonfiglio called this “my 
perfect case. Look at my client: 
Zoe is charming, intelligent, and 
articulate. She really is a won¬ 
derful person, and the poster girl 
for this issue. She has given a 
lot to this fight.” 

Ihe Morrison & Foerster 
partner said that through SLDN 
and the Campaign for Military 
Service before it, a number of 
challenges to the ban have been 
brought. “We’ve had four dis¬ 
trict court decisions now that 
have ruled that the ban is uncon¬ 
stitutional. There are currently 
pending three preliminary 
injunctions against enforcement 
of the ban. SLDN has been a 
marvelous resource.” 

Bonfiglio added that “we are 
going to bring an equal protec¬ 
tion argument, but we are going 
to throw a little twist in it. We 
are going to bring a sex discrim¬ 
ination claim. Women,” he said, 
“are being discharged under this 
policy at a rate three to eight 
times that of men, depending on 
the branch of the military.” 

SLDN provides emergency 
legal services, monitors imple¬ 
mentation of the gay ban, and 
intervenes to stop continuing 
military investigative abuses 
and harassment. It is registered 
as a non-profit 501(c)(3) corpo¬ 
ration.

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Weekly Humorous: 

Is It Empowering or Homophobic?

A three-week-old sex and 
personal advice column in SF 
Weekly, a popular San 
Francisco news and entertain¬ 
ment tabloid, is under fire by 
local lesbian and gay leaders. 

And, says Tom Di Maria, 
executive director of SF Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, it doesn’t matter at 
all that the controversial col¬ 
umn, called “Savage Love,” is 
penned by self-proclaimed 
Seattle-based drag queen Dan 
Savage. 

The column begins each 
letter to Savage with the saluta¬ 
tion, “Hey Faggot,” at Savage’s 
request, according to SF Weekly 
editor Andrew O’Hehir. 

Savage, who writes for 
the Seattle publication Stranger, 
was in New York attending 
Stonewall events and unavail¬ 
able for comment on the contro¬ 
versy at B.A.R. press time. 

Di Maria and others say 
the “Hey Faggot” salutation, 
requested by Savage, is offen¬ 
sive and insulting. The newspa¬ 
per cites freedom of the press 
arguments to justify the column; 
Di Maria responds that the 
Weekly is exploiting the lesbian 
and gay community in an effort 
to appear trendy and “cutting- 
edge.” 

“That’s an epithet which 
makes me flinch, that I expect to 
be hurled at me from a passing 
car. There’s nothing empower¬ 
ing about it,” Di Maria told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“It’s a cheap shot by 
someone trying to be out there, 
who is trying to be hip,” he said. 
“Unfortunately, the context is a 
primarily heterosexual weekly.” 

By making light of such 
hate speech epithets as “fag¬ 
got,” and using them as casual 
greetings in an attempt to be 
fashionable or trendy, lesbian 
and queer nationalist activist 
Jill Tregor said that SF Weekly 
is creating a context where anti¬ 
gay and lesbian violence is 
acceptable. 

Tregor, former program 
director of Community United 
Against Violence, now heads 
Intergroup Clearing House, a 
hate violence reduction pro¬ 
gram. 

“It is totally offensive,” 
said Tregor. “Anybody can tell 
you that before the bat goes 
down on their heads, there were 
words - and ‘Hey faggot’ are 
usually the first two, whether 
you’re a dyke or faggot.” 

“How we talk among our¬ 
selves and about ourselves is 
one thing. How we want to be 
talked about and talked to is 
another,” Tregor said. “It seems 
to me that that it sets the stage 
for non-gay people to use anti¬ 
gay epithets, that that’s some¬ 
how okay, that it’s acceptable; 
that violence is acceptable. 
Frankly, this demonstrates they 
don’t know much about the 
community they are trying to 
make money off. Sure epithets 
lead to physical violence. 
Epithets are hate violence: 
words escalate.” 

At the SF Weekly, 
O’Hehir disagrees. “I do not 
believe that we are contribut¬ 
ing to bigotry or violence 
against gay people by publish¬ 
ing this column.” he told the 


B.A.R. 

Both Di Maria and Tregor 
dismissed O’Hehir’s claim that 
the anti-gay epithet had been 
reclaimed and reappropriated by 
lesbians and gays as a way form 
of empowerment against past 
oppression and abuse. 

Di Maria said the defense 
doesn’t give a straight newspa¬ 
per sanction to use it - whatever 
the gay esthetic might be. 

“This isn’t an issue of 
queer nationalism within the 
community. This is in the con¬ 
text of a column in a straight 
newspaper. They are using sen¬ 
sationalist language to self-pro- 
mote a newspaper on the backs 
of the lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity,” Di Maria charged. 

“I don’t think that a gay 
paper would have picked up his 
column for publication. It does¬ 
n’t contain anything anybody 
would want to read in a gay 


paper, so it’s in a straight paper,” 
Tregor said. “It makes Nan 
Parks in Bay Times look good, 
but actually Nan does it better.” 
Parks is the sole heterosexual 
columnist writing for Bay 
Times, a lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual biweekly. 

O’Hehir said that nega¬ 
tive reaction to the column by 
SF Weekly readers is evenly 
split with positive. And, 
O’Hehir said, the column was 
meant to be humorous and well 
as informative. 

O’Hehir also disagreed 
with the activist’s characteriza¬ 
tion of the paper as heterosexu- 
ally-oriented. 

“We are a general issue 
newspaper whose gay and les¬ 
bian readers are very important 
to us,” O’Hehir said. 

Apparently not, say 
activists. Di Maria said,“It’s stu¬ 
pid. It’s not funny. It’s not 


empowering. “It’s irresponsible 
Journalism at best.” 

Savage’s style of sarcas¬ 
tic, abusive humor which puts 
down readers raises serious con¬ 
cerns, according to Dr Maggi 
Rubenstein, R.N., MFCC, 
PH.D., a local bisexual activist 
and one of the founders of the 
renowned San Francisco Sex 
Information Switchboard. 

“He’s trying to be in your 
face, a gay Howard Stem, but 
he’s a really irresponsible 
writer. He demeans people. I 
was offended by his June 15th 
column,” Rubenstein said. 

According to Rubenstein, 
while Savage’s “dark humor” 
had elements of appeal, his 
responses to reader concerns 
tend to trivialize serious person¬ 
al issues. 

Relationship therapist 
Isadora Alman said that she 
understood her concerns over 


the Weekly'^ column would be 
dismissed as self-serving, since 
she writes for the competing 
Bay Guardian. But Alman told 
the Bay Area Reporter she felt 
strongly enough about Savage’s 
column to write a letter to the 
editor of the Weekly anyway. 

“He’s setting back gay 
pride by 50 years,” she wrote, 
calling the columnist “offensive 
on any number of levels, and 
sexual orientation is not one of 
them.” 

Alman noted that,in one 
column. Savage first ridiculed a 
gay man who was HIV-negative 
over a question about the trans¬ 
mission of AIDS - and then 
gave the reader incorrect infor¬ 
mation. 

“He was downright 
wrong. I guess I could put up 
with an in-your-face attitude, if 
the information was correct, 
Alman said. ▼ 
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ROTC Hazing Controversy 
Still Divides S.F. School Board 


Ammiano Says Program Promotes Violence

The San Francisco Unified 
School District should abolish 
the controversial Junior Reserve 
Officer Training program, 
according to gay school board 
member Tom Ammiano. 

Ammiano called for the dis¬ 
solution of the program after the 
release on June 14 of an inves¬ 
tigative report by the City 
Attorney’s Office, initiated after 
two JROTC students were 
severely beaten in a hazing by 
their drill team last February. 

No criminal charges were 
filed against participants who 
committed the hazing, but a 
teacher in the paramilitary pro¬ 
gram was dismissed by the 
school district following the 
incident at Balboa High 
School. 


Although the school board 
has condemned the hazings. 
President Leland Yee said that 
they were “the exception to a 
program that has been and will 
continue to promote teamwork, 
cooperation, and positive social 
values.’’ 

Hardly, said Ammiano. 
“Every lesbian and gay person 
knows that the military is anti¬ 
gay and discriminates. The 
school board position ignores 
the evidence that there is a con¬ 
tinued practice of hazing and 
not simply isolated incidents. 
JROTC promotes violence and 
bigotry and has no place in the 
school system and should be 
replaced,’’ Ammiano told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Board members Ammiano, les¬ 
bian activist Angie Fa, and pedia¬ 
trician Dan Kelly have called for 


the ouster of the program. 

Ammiano charged Board 
President Yee, members Julie 
Winns and Carlotta Del Portillo, 
and SFSUD Superintendent 
Waldemar Rojas with seeking 
gay support for their positions - 
but once in power abandoning 
the community over this issue, 
which he called a key lesbian 
and gay rights issue. 

“They come to us for support 
but then they won’t support us,” 
Ammiano charged. 

The students who were hazed 
during the program have since 
filed suit against the city for 
damages in the attack. 

One student allegedly 
received a punctured eardrum 
while being forced to walk 
between two lines of students 
who slugged and punched him 
during a hazing ritual. T

Lawsuit Filed Against Cardinal

STOCKTON — A Superior 
Court lawsuit was filed 
Thursday, June 16, against 
Cardinal Roger Mahony and 
other Catholic officials, claim¬ 
ing they failed to take reason¬ 
able steps to end the abuse of 
a youth by a parish priest. 

The suit was filed on be¬ 
half of an 18-year-old, identi¬ 
fied only as “John Doe 4B,” 
who alleges that Father Oliv¬ 
er Francis O’Grady molested 
him in the Stockton area for 
nearly a decade beginning in 
1979. 

Also named as defendants 
were the Stockton diocese, 
Sacred Heart Parish in Tur¬ 
lock, Presentation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary Parish in 
Stockton and St. Andrew’s 
Parish in San Andreas, where 
some of the incidents alleged¬ 
ly took place. 

The lawsuit claims that in 
1976 O’Grady admitted to the 
sexual molestation of a ten- 
year-old youth. At the time, 


the molestation of this youth 
was allegedly reported to top 
officials of the Stockton dio¬ 
cese where Mahony was a 
bishop. 

“In 1984, O’Grady told 
Stockton church leaders he 
had sexually victimized a 
child,” said Jeffrey R. Ander¬ 
son, one of the plaintiffs at¬ 
torneys. 

As a result, Mahony or¬ 
dered O’Grady to undergo 
psychiatric evaluation. During 
the evaluation, O’Grady’s 
therapist learned of the abuse 
and filed a report with the 
State Child Protection Ser¬ 
vices. 

Despite this evidence, An¬ 
derson maintains, O’Grady 
was assigned to two other 
parishes serving without re¬ 
striction and continued to mo¬ 
lest the plaintiff through 1988. 

O’Grady is now serving a 
14-year sentence in a Califor¬ 
nia state prison. The priest 
pled guilty in a Calaveras 
County court last summer to 
four felony counts of lewd 


and lascivious acts with two 
children, including the plain¬ 
tiff. 

The civil suit charges 
church leaders with negligent 
retention and a lack of super¬ 
vision over O’Grady. 

“O’Grady’s dangerous 
propensities were clearly re¬ 
ported to church officials in 
1976 and again in 1984, yet 
the sexual molestation of my 
client continued,” Anderson 
said. “The continued igno¬ 
rance of church officials to 
recognize the severe and 
harmful impact of transfer¬ 
ring a priest from one parish 
to another to remedy a poten¬ 
tially volatile and embarrass¬ 
ing scandal is deplorable.” 

O’Grady was ordained in 
1971 and also served parishes 
in Lodi and Hughson, near 
Modesto. Mahony served as 
bishop of Stockton from 1980 
to 1985, before becoming car¬ 
dinal of the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese. ▼

S.F. Marchers To Protest Gun Violence 


The California Street March Committee of survivors, 
friends, and family of the eight victims of the 101 California 
Street massacre last year will hold a commemorative march, 
followed by an hour-long program, at noon on Thursday, June 
30. 

The March begins at Grace Cathedral and continues from 
California Street to Market Street, and then to Justin Herman 
Plaza. Mayor Frank Jordan, Supervisor Kevin Shelley, the 
Reverend Cecil Williams, and others will attend in honor of 
the people gunned down at the site on July 1,1993 by a failed 
businessman. 

The purpose of the march is to remind residents of the 
tragedy, and to protest violence involving firearms. More than 
300 youngsters will carry “The Banner of Hope,” a half-mile of 
linked silk panels bearing the names of more than 8,000 chil¬ 
dren murdered in California during the past ten years.

Holidays, Holidays... 

After the glee and goodwill of the last two weeks, it’s a little 
difficult to feel inspired to go back to business as usual. For¬ 
tunately, with the Fourth of July coming up, it’s also a time 
when straight America is in something of the same frame of 
mind. 

Like every other holiday, July 4th is somewhat cheapened 
in this country, what with sparklers and potato salad on many 
more minds than equality, but even so the more important 
messages do manage to get out. Look at the faces of the people 
who sing patriotic songs: even the not jaded usually gives away 
a trace of emotion, in their glistening eyes or too-firmly set 
jaw. 

Cynical though we may be, it’s still heartening to see our 
fellow countrymen and countrywomen getting misty-eyed 
about democracy. For whatever we call it — gay/lesbian/trans- 
gender/bisexual rights, civil rights, or equality — what our com¬ 
munity fights for constantly is democracy. 

No one who saw the marchers either here or in New York 
could fail to notice the fiercely-set jaws and glistening eyes 
there, too. The women and men who carried those banners 
and balloons were as committed to what is called The Amer¬ 
ican Way as any battalion of Marines, and just as ready to de¬ 
fend those principals. It’s the military’s loss to implement a gay 
ban. The un-missed Colin Powell should have been so lucky 
to have a force as ready and determined. 

So this Independence Day, state your independent opinions 
to anyone who’ll listen. There is no better time to come out of 
the closet and identify yourself as a gay American. 

The framers of the Constitution would have wanted it that 
Y/ay. 

What About the Victims? 

Having praised the country’s principles, can we also con¬ 
demn its practices? You betcha. The uproar over O.J. Simpson 
is a perfect example of the problems built into a class-based so¬ 
ciety such as ours. The victims of the crime — including the sur¬ 
vivors — are given short shrift as the media goes ape trying in 
this instance to interview anyone, apparently, who ever tossed 
around a ball with the former football star. 

Nicole Simpson was killed in a way that all too frequently 
happens to gay men: statistically speaking, it is an unfortunate 
fact that gay men are more likely to be stabbed to death than 
are members of the general population. And, like Mrs. Simp¬ 
son, they are all too likely to be ignored while the alleged per¬ 
petrator is scrutinized by psychiatrists who attempt to salvage 
something of value — and, naturally, to get interviewed by 
ravening reporters. 

In this case, the media has been more irresponsible than 
usual, by focusing too much attention on the suspect, to the 
point where it’s impossible to ignore the hero-worship, and too 
little on the more important issues. Now that the victims are 
dead it may not serve any purpose to do profiles of them, but 
an examination of domestic violence would help. 

Domestic violence, of course, is not strictly a heterosexual 
problem. It occurs just about as frequently among gay and les¬ 
bian relationships, too. If anyone reading these words is in an 
abusive relationship, whether as perpetrator or victim, we 
would urge professional help. A good place to call first is 
CUAV, Community United Against Violence, which can make 
appropriate recommendations. 

Don’t continue the cycle of abuse that may have begun 
decades ago. Too many of our enemies victimize us; don’t al¬ 
low it to continue within the community. 

On the Road Again 

And to continue talking about subjects that don’t seem “gay” 
on the surface, we would like to refer back two months to an 
editorial we ran about traffic safety. We predicted at the time 
that some of the future victims of the new epidemic of red- 
light-running would be gay: we were right. 

B.A.R. news editor Mike Salinas was himself run over in 
a South of Market crosswalk, about three weeks after penning 
the editorial. He was hospitalized for a few days and his wrist 
was broken in six places, but doctors say he was comparatively 
lucky. 

Again, we urge our readers to be conscientious while on the 
road. ▼ 



A Movement About Hearts and Minds 


As the observance of the silver anniversary 
of Stonewall comes to a crescendo, so too will 
the inevitable accompanying spate of articles 
and editorials looking back on the progress the 
gay and lesbian community has made in the 25 
years since that hot summer night when a di¬ 
verse group of fed-up people said “no more” to 
harassment, indignity, and worse. Equally in¬ 
evitable will be the focus of most of these ret¬ 
rospectives on the political and legal gains — 
and setbacks — of 
the gay and lesbian 
movement. 

Indeed, such a 
focus can be found 
in most of the 
week-in, week-out 
coverage of gay 
and lesbian issues, 
by both main¬ 
stream and gay me¬ 
dia. And that’s un¬ 
derstandable, espe¬ 
cially for a move¬ 
ment that pro¬ 
claims (accurately) 
that “the personal 
is political.” 

But measuring the movement’s progress 
with a political/legal yardstick alone yields an 
incomplete picture of what has been achieved. 
And since this is also a movement about peo¬ 
ple’s hearts and minds, it is unfortunate that at 
times we all tend to give too short a shrift to 
the astounding progress that gay and lesbian 
people have made in another vital arena, that 
of arts and culture. 

Consider: In the middle of this Pride Month, 
a monumental two-part theatrical work subti¬ 
tled “A Gay Fantasia on American Themes” 
becomes the first play in history to win the 
Tony for Best Play twice — back to back, no 
less. Lesbian singers like k.d. lang and Melissa 
Etheridge kick their careers into higher gear 


after coming out. A heterosexual actor, in an 
emotional speech accepting an Oscar for his 
performance as a gay man with AIDS, gives 
credit to “two outstanding gay Americans. 
Even that ubiquitous lowest common denom¬ 
inator of entertainment, the television commer¬ 
cial, has started to feature gay couples. 

All across the fields of arts and entertain¬ 
ment, progress — while uneven — is crystal 
clear in contrast to what was .... and it fre¬ 
quently out-strips 
what we as a com¬ 
munity, despite 
our best efforts, 
have accomplished 
in the worlds of 
politics and law. 

It is easy not 
only to overlook 
such advances, but 
also to dismiss 
them; to see the 
cultural arena, es¬ 
pecially American 
popular culture of 
the late 20th centu¬ 
ry, as merely shal¬ 
low or “fluff.” Per¬ 
haps some in the community shy away from 
examining our place in the arts because it 
seems to reinforce certain stereotypes about 
gay people. 

But progress on the cultural front is vital, no 
matter what one’s point of view. If you are of 
the mind that says “screw the majority; this is 
about us being ourselves,” what better path to 
self-actualization exists than the arts, freely 
pursued? And if you believe that a much mis¬ 
understood minority must, as a matter of sur¬ 
vival, make its reality known to the majority, 
no vehicle can be more effective for doing so 
than the works of art and entertainment that 
influence and change people’s perceptions. ▼

Important 

We are writing to call attention to disturbing 
behavior exhibited by State Senator Quentin Kopp 
(Ind.-S.F.) when a group of about 25 of us visited his 
Sacramento Capitol office for a scheduled AIDS Bud¬ 
get Lobby Day meeting on Monday, May 16. 

We were told that a meeting with 25 constituents 
in the Senator’s office is a large meeting, compared 
to other groups. We met with Senator Kopp’s chief of 
staff to discuss the lack of adequate state AIDS 
funding and to enlist the Senator’s support on this 
issue. At one point during the meeting. Senator Kopp 
popped into his office between floor votes. Senator 
Kopp clearly did not know who we were, even though 


our meeting had been scheduled well in advance of 
AIDS Budget Lobby Day, a yearly event. He was brus¬ 
que — even rude — to one of group who asked 
him in his outer office about needle exchange pro¬ 
grams as viable HIV-prevention strategies. (We were 
informed by the Senator’s aide that, even with all the 
medical evidence verifying HIV prevention success 
with needle exchange programs, Kopp would never 
support it.) Once Senator Kopp learned, from his 
receptionist, who we were and why we were there, he 
promptly left the office without bothering to say hello 
or in any way to acknowledge our presence. We were, 
quite frankly, shocked by our elected official’s lack of 
concern. At this time, the Senator’s chief of staff in¬ 
formed us that Senator Kopp knows that gay people 
“hate” him, and that he has therefore essentially writ¬ 
ten off the gay vote. 

Senator Kopp’s apparent disregard for our group 
was underscored later in the day by very successful 
meetings with many of our legislators and their aides 

— especially Speaker of the Assembly Willie Brown 
(D.-S.F). Throughout our half-hour meeting, the 
Speaker was engaged, energetic and full of good ideas 

— proof that even busy politicians can make time to 
meet with concerned constituents. Speaker Brown 
said that he always has time to meet for his con- 
stitutents. 

We rely on legislators for support and leadership on 
state AIDS funding and services. We are told by them 
to become part of the political process and visit them 
in their offices in Sacramento. We also recognize that 
politics is, at least in part, about common courtesy and 
simple constituent contact — even just saying “hello.” 
With that in mind, we have no other choice than to 
view Senator Quentin Kopp’s actions as extremely 
questionable — and troubling — for what they say 
about his dedication to concerned citizens. Those 
same concerned citizens who went to the trouble and 
expense to travel to Sacramento to talk to him are the 
very votes who hired him in the first place — and can 
fire him this coming November.

Homophobia at San Diego State 

Last month, the San Diego State University Sen¬ 
ate passed a resolution recommending that employee 
benefits be extended to gay and lesbian partners of 
SDSU employees. 

The president of SDSU, Thomas B. Day, rejected 
the resolution and promptly sent articles entitled 
“Morality and Homosexuality” and “Undermining 
Marriage” to all members (faculty, staff and students) 
of the University Senate. 

In these articles, homosexuality is described as a 
“sin” that “should be resisted,” “unnatural” and 
damaging to “innumerable individuals and to our 
common life.” Homosexuals are described as 
“predators” whose goal is the “seduction of young peo¬ 
ple.” 

When questioned at a subsequent University Sen¬ 
ate meeting about sending this material in the cam¬ 
pus mail and whether it represented his personal 
beliefs. Day said: “My response was not personal, I was 
responding as President”. 

Since SDSU is a public, tax-supported institution, 
we feel Day’s actions in disseminating this material 
violates laws regarding the separation of church and 
state and that such blatant and public gay bashing by 
an administrator should result in his immediate ter- 
mination by the California State University 
Chancellor and Board of Trustees. This kind of action 
represents abuse of power in its most vile form.

Piercing Facts You Should Know 

We read with interest you recent article on the 
passage of a California bill to regulate body piercing 
The Gauntlet was referred to indirectly as “ ... manag¬ 
ed to garner support from the industry for the restric¬ 
tions.” Gauntlet staff worked with Assemblywoman 
Brown’s office in formulating her bill as a reflection 
of our decades-long commitment to the well-being of 
piercees. 

In the past few years, a large number of people have 
cashed in on piercing’s popularity, adopting the term 
“professional body piercer.” Unfortunately, not all of 
them are ethical and competent. This is, as in your ar¬ 
ticle a “ ... danger to youngsters caught up in the fad 
who don’t know how to distinguish legitimate body 
piercing shops from shoddy operations.” Gauntlet 
would like to offer some basic tips to help people 
make a safer decision. Until appropriate regulations 
are established to protect you, it is worth a little in¬ 
vestigation before getting pierced to safeguard your 
health: 

Sterility — all piercings should be done with a 
disposable surgical needle used on only one person. 
Any re-usable implements should be autoclaved be¬ 
tween customers. The piercer should wear at least one 
new pair of latex gloves for each customer. Jewelry 
which has been worn by another person should also 
be autoclaved before insertion. 

Safe jewelry — only jewelry specifically designed 
for body piercings should be used. It should also be 
made of non-reactive metal such as surgical stainless 
steel, solid gold of at least 14 karat, niobium or 
titanium. Examples of metals to avoid: brass or 
bronze, sterling silver and gold-filled or gold-plated 
jewelry. 

Piercer’s competence — how did the piercer learn 
his/her craft? A quickie course or reading articles isn’t 
enough to make a safe, competent, genuinely profes¬ 
sional piercer. A lengthy apprenticeship with a fully- 
qualified piercer is the only way. Clients vary great¬ 
ly; the piercer has to be able to make sound judgement 
calls on jewelry choice and placement. Check the 
piercer’s training and length of experience by talking 
to other customers. Does the piercer furnish you with 
detailed and accurate instructions on caring for a new 
piercing? Is he/she available if you have questions later 
on about your piercing(s)? If they claim to be Gauntlet 


trained (an all too common story), ask to see their cer¬ 
tificate. 

Piercing guns — Never let anyone pierce anything 
other than an earlobe with a gun. They are not even 
the best for that piercing as they cannot be properly 
sterilized between uses. The jewelry they install is ab¬ 
solutely inappropriate for any body part other than 
an earlobe. 

These pointers are offered as a commitment to the 
community we have served since 1975.

Another Duesberg Critic 

Recent articles in the gay and mainstream press 
report on the theory that AIDS is not caused by HIV. 
A proponent of this theory is Peter Duesberg, a pro¬ 
fessor at U.C Berkeley who is frequently cited in these 
articles. This alternative theory may be presented as 
being suppressed by the AIDS establishment, abet¬ 
ted by a conspiracy of silence in the biomedical 
research community. 

No theory in science is immune from being ques¬ 
tioned; however. Dr. Duesberg’s arguments are not 
convincing, and the evidence that HIV is a necessary 
component of AIDS is overwhelming. 

This controversy has important pubic health con¬ 
sequences. Behavior change is key in AIDS preven¬ 
tion. Duesberg’s explanation of AIDS is that it is 
caused by repeated exposure to certain recreational 
drugs. Previously, he had argued that the sexual prac¬ 
tices of gay men, with multiple partners and repeated 
STDs, also causes an eventual destruction of the im¬ 
mune system. How either of these proposed etiologies 
could cause AIDS in children or blood product reci¬ 
pients is never addressed by Dr. Duesberg. 

The difference between these theories on behavior 
modification may be crucial. HIV transmission can 
almost certainly occur with a high sigle risk event 
as shown by cases of transfusion acquired AIDS. 
Duesberg’s explanation suggests an incremental 
destruction of the immune system by multiple insults, 
and thus may be less likely to motivate people to 
reduce high risk behavior. For this reason, as well as 
the necessity of continuing to seek effective anti-HIV 
therapies. Dr. Duesberg’s arguments must be 
understood and refuted as we continue to struggle 
with this disease which has so decimated our com¬ 
munity.

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Touching a GOP Nerve 


W hen California 
Congressman 
Vic Fazio, chair¬ 
person of the 
Democratic 
Congressional Campaign 
Committee, publicly accus^ the 
national Republican Party of 
becoming the tool of the conserva¬ 
tive religious right last week, he 
touched a very sensitive nerve, 
particularly among Republicans in 
Congress. Pointing out that mem¬ 
bers of televangelist Pat 

Robertson’s Christian Coalition 
have successfully taken over 
Republican Party machinery in at 
least 15 states and have managed 
to nominate Ollie North for the 
U.S. Senate in Virginia, plus 
endorse a far-right Republican for 
governor in Minnesota over the 
more moderate GOP incumbent, 
Fazio, a moderate-to-liberal

Democrat, predicted a backlash 
against the religious right’s steady 
appropriation of the GOP that 
“will surely eventually help the 
Democratic Party.” Stating that 
those reUgious conservatives who 
have gained control of the GOP 
“are out of touch with the more 
moderate swing voters in many 
suburban districts,” Rep. Fazio 
decried their “subterranean tac¬ 
tics” and “stealth campaigns,” 
adding that “the issues and values 
espoused by the radical right” are 
sure to haunt the Republican Party 
in the general elections. 

No sooner had Fazio fin¬ 
ished declaring what already is 
becoming obvious - that the 
Grand Old Party is slowly but 
surely becoming The God Party - 
than nervous Republican Party 
officials, particularly those GOP 
members of Congress who must 
soon face voters, rushed to 
denounce the California congress¬ 
man. Republican senators joined 
their conservative counterparts in 
the House in launching the attack. 

Clearly disturbed by the 
fact that their party is being 
usurped by the religious right and 
even more annoyed that it is 
becoming big news in 
Washington, the GOP’s big guns 
in Congress fired back by accusing 
Fazio and the Democrats of “reli¬ 
gious bigotry” and, in a letter 
signed by all 44 GOP senators, 
asked President Clinton to dis¬ 
avow his party’s attacks. Rep. 
Fazio noted that the heated reac¬ 
tion from Republican leaders 
“confirms that we have really hit a 
nerve.” 

Is the religious right truly 
making a concentrated effort to 
“take over” the Republican Party? 
You bet. Moderate Republican 
officeholders, though too nervous 


to publicly attack the fundies, are 
privately wringing their hands that 
they have sat back and allowed 
this to happen. 

Even powerful Senate 
leader Bob Dole saw the light last 
week and buckled when he 
endorsed Oliver North. Dole is 
clearly uncomfortable with North 
on the ticket, but he is politically 
savvy enough to know diat it was 
the religious right who put North 
there and doesn’t want to antago¬ 
nize them. However, Dole, who 
has ’96 on his mind, should look 
no further than George Bush (who 
ended up embracing the religious 
right in 1992) to see what ass-kiss¬ 
ing the likes of Pat Robertson and 
Company will do to your political 
career. 

Representative Vic Fazio 
correctly assesses that “the 
Republicans want to have it both 
ways”: harnessing the electoral 
strength of the right-wing evangel¬ 
ical Christian movement without 
ceding real influence. Fazio 
believes that this strategy will sure¬ 
ly backfire “when voters learn 
who is now in control of the Grand 
Old Party.” 

As a Democrat, I have to 
confess I am not at all uneasy that 
the religious right has decided to 
take over the GOP. And Pat 
Robertson, Jerry Falwell, Lou 
Sheldon and Patrick Buchanan 
would probably (privately) agree 
that The God P^ (name first 
coined here) has a nice ring to it. 

Gay Games/Stonewall 

The Gay Games IV in New 
York City last week was a sight to 
behold. Nearly 12,(X)0 gay and les¬ 
bian athletes from 43 countries 
competed in every sporting event 
from ice skating to soccer, and 
New York City, despite its blase 
big-city attitude, probably never 
saw anything quite like it. 

Streetlight posts from 
Harlem to Greenwich Village 
sported Gay Games IV signs on 
one side and World Soccer plac¬ 
ards on the other as New York City 
opened its arms to thousands of 
gay athletes and celebrants. Most 
of the events were sold out; I made 
it to a couple. Marta Selvi, my co¬ 
worker at the DA’s office, beat out 
24 other contestants to win the sil¬ 
ver in the Women’s Bodybuilding 
event at Madison Square Garden; 
another San Francisco woman 
took the gold. Well-done, Marta; 
you stole the show! 

San Franciscans did very 
well in many of the events, and 
both the opening and closing cere¬ 
monies were extravaganzas that 
would give the Olympics 
Committee pause - a real success 
all the way around. 

March madness: The 
Stonewall 25 March from the UN 
to Central Park and the rally at the 
park reportedly drew more than 1 



million people. San Francisco was 
again well-represented. The march 
drew ACT-UP activists from one 
“feeder” march. NAMBLA (aced 
out of the original march) was 
reportedly seen marching with 
famed poet Allen Ginsberg; AIDS 
movement iconoclast Michael 
Petrelis apparently led yet another 
march from the Village. Marches 
galore, and no serious incidents, 
either. 

Yes, indeed. New York City 
was one big party last week. The 
gay bars and restaurants had lines 
blocks long. Kevin Wadsworth 
took me to lunch one day in the 
Village, and like everyone else in 
town, we had to have a couple of 
drinks at the now famous 
Stonewall bar (hundreds of 
gay/lesbian tourists had their pic¬ 
tures taken in front of the place all 
week long). 

Olympic gold medalist 
swimmer Greg “I’m-finally-out- 
of-the-closet” Louganis and singer 
RuPaul, the nearly 7-foot-tall Big 
Bird of the drag world, seemed to 
be everywhere; San Francisco’s 
“ribald drag queen” Jose (The 
Widow Norton) Sarria reportedly 
got invited to Gracie Mansion 
where (s)he met Mayor Guiliani. 
Guess hizzoner didn’t realize that 
Greg, RuPaul and myself were in 
town. 

The 85-year-old Mill 
Berle, only slightly older th 
Charles Pierce (who was a] 
there), appeared in drag 


night. Everything considered, 
good time was had by all, despit 
the ungodly humid, 94-plus degre 
weather every day.

F riday: the departure 
The terminal 
is overflowing with 
queers and their 

sports gear. My 

departure for New York reminds 
me of the airports during the 
March on Washington, but this 
time nobody calls me “sir.” 
Instead, a student sees me and 
comes over to say “hi.” Her par¬ 
ents follow. I introduce them all 
to my partner. The father asks 
about the tennis rackets I’m car¬ 
rying, and I tell him we’re on 
our way to the Gay Games. 
“Cool!” says my student, and 
she means it. 

“Oh, that’s great,” says 
the father as their flight is 
called. “Good luck,” the mother 
calls back over her shoulders, 
waving. And I think about how 
lucky I am that the people of 
California defeated the Briggs 
Initiative that would have 
banned lesbians and gay men 
from being high school teach-

ers. 

Still, it’s unusual to be 
out as a teacher, even more 
unusual to be out as a high 
school coach. In part, that’s why 
I’m going to the Gay Games. 
That’s why the work of those 
who fought back at the 
Stonewall Inn 25 years ago was 
only the beginning. 

Saturday: opening 
ceremonies 

After a long wait lining 
up, milling about, finding a few 
friends from lives I lived before 
moving to San Francisco, we 
finally head for the stadium. 
Opening ceremonies catch me 
off guard. I choke up as I march 
in with Team San Francisco. 
Where did all these people come 
from to fill the stadium? The 
procession of athletes goes on 
and on. So many flags. So much 
cheering. Sure, this might be 
about showing the world the 
narrowness of stereotypes, these 
images might reshape some¬ 
one’s view, but for now it’s us, 
the queers in the stadium, cele¬ 
brating ourselves and each 
other. How wonderful it is to see 
the new South African flag fly¬ 
ing over the dozen competitors 
from that country. I cheer the 
courage of the two participants 
from Alabama. I wonder what 
it’s like to be a lesbian in Cuba. 
A bisexual in Cyprus. A gay 
man in Venezuela. A transsexual 
in New Zealand. 

There’s camp, celebration 
and fun. Some political wel¬ 
comes, including the noticeable 
rumble within San Francisco’s 
sizable contingent when Mayor 
Frank Jordan offers greetings. A 
short film pays tribute to Tom 
Waddell and his vision of the 
Games as an event fostering 
inclusion and the quest for one’s 
personal best. Video greetings 
from Greg Louganis and Billie 
Jean King. Athletes’ and offi¬ 
cials’ oaths, taken symbolically 
by Dave Kopay and Dave 
Pallone. We all fall silent to 
remember those who have lost 
the biggest match of all, their 
lives. I feel tremors, and when 
the dance production culminates 
in the lighting of the flame, I 
know only what it’s like to be 
me. 

Sunday: subways 


Getting to and from 
events is always a mass transit 
adventure. The Gay Games 
badges around our necks make 
for a week-long visibility fiesta. 
Gays and lesbians are visible in 
all five boroughs heading for 
more than 30 sports venues. We 
often travel in teams, in groups 
big enough to make up the 
majority of a subway car. We 
hold hands, make jokes, talk 
about our events. Everyone on 
the train knows we’re queer. 

With the celebration of 
the New York Rangers’ Stanley 
Cup victory, the World Cup soc¬ 
cer matches, the Knicks losing

the NBA title, O.J. Simpson’s 
fall from grace, and Barbra 
Streisand’s Madison Square 
Garden appearances, there are 
plenty of reasons for New 
Yorkers and the media to be dis¬ 
tracted. But here we were in the 
thousands with proud T-shirts, 
pins, and badges in every sub¬ 
way car. Even in New York, we 
cannot be ignored! 

Gay and lesbian New 
Yorkers commuting to and from 
work, not involved in the 
Games, eagerly approach to 
engage in conversation: “Where 
are you from? Have you seen 
the Stonewall exhibit at the 
Public Library yet? The news 
reported that some world 
records have been set....” 

One young social worker 
told me how the visibility of 
others had allowed her to come 
out to some of her co-workers. 

Again and again, they 
talk of the wonderful way their 
city has been invaded - 11,000 
athletes, hundreds of cultural 
events, 20 different languages, 
everywhere queer! 

It’s too much to say New 
York will never be the same, but 
I do believe our presence put a 
dent in the consciousness of all. 


ITiesday: tennis 

My main event. A fulfill¬ 
ment of a childhood dream to 
play at the site of the U.S. Open. 
My parents come to watch. I 
play well enough to secure a 
bronze medal for myself, but, in 
the end, it is hardly the point of 
my being here. 

Wednesday: politics abroad 

One small but active 
presence is that of Gays and 
Lesbians in Zimbabwe (GALZ). 
Beverley Clark of GALZ is 
eager to raise awareness of the 
growing gay and lesbian move¬ 
ment in Zimbabwe. “We’re try¬ 
ing to build a community that 
gives social support. A lot of 
gays and lesbians in Zimbabwe 
are scared of being too politi¬ 
cal,” says Clark. 

Three years of Gay Pride 
Weeks have helped GALZ cre¬ 
ate a multiracial organization of 
150 members. In addition to the 
four athletes who participated in 
the Games, two representatives 
of GALZ had been sponsored to 
attend the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association (ILGA) 
conference held concurrent with 
the Games. 

Clark understands why 
South African politics have 
been in the American media’s 
spotlight, yet she also knows 
that each country struggles in its 
own way. While she called 
South Africa “a cosmopolitan 
country,” Clark sees Zimbabwe 
as “a small, backwater area,” 
where the treatment of gays and 
lesbians is, in some ways, 
“harsher” than in South Africa. 

Censorship is tighter in 
Zimbabwe, where her organiza¬ 
tion cannot even get newspapers 
to run classified ads offering 
counseling services to gays and 
lesbians. 

GALZ does publish a 
quarterly magazine, which 
Clark edits, but both Clark and 
her partner have had their 
offices raided by police. 

“We’re hoping that 
Mandela will influence 
Mugabe’s attitudes” about gay 
rights, she states. 

Thursday: politics at home 

At Ellis Island I look for 
my grandmother’s name on the 
wall of immigrants. What I find 
in the museum is a crude but¬ 
tonhook used to inspect the eyes 
of potential immigrants for tra¬ 
choma, a contagious eye dis¬ 
ease.

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Hal Call: Activist and Eroticist

“We need to get rid of our pre¬ 
occupation with sex. I don’t 
know that we every will,” says 
Circle J gay erotic video club 
proprietor Hal Call, “Our culture 
is not anti-homosexual, it’s anti- 
sexual. Masturbation is the most 
prevalent sex practice on earth. 
We’ve got to bring down the 
restrictions about it.” 

Call is one of the founders of 
the San Francisco chapter of the 
Mattachine Society, an early 
national gay rights ^ups and the 
editor of the organization’s long 
defunct but ^oundbreaking mid- 
50’s Mattachine Review. 

Call, who grew up in Missouri, 
settled in San Francisco after his 
military service in World War H. 
He believes that Western social 
mores and strictures about sex - 
^d gay sexuality - have been 
irrevocably transformed by the 
gay rights movement over the last 
^ years, and says the changes 
will begin to really show up after 
the turn of the century. 

“Two more generations of 
young people with capability and 
caring who protest as they do, 
coupled with the mass informa¬ 
tion in the media today, will take 
us up to about 202. 

“They’re going to look back at 
this period of our culture and won¬ 
der so much time was spent fight¬ 
ing homosexuals,” Call predicts. 

“I won’t be around to see that, 
but I think it will become ‘so 
what?’ If you don’t feel threatened 
by it, you don’t need to object to it. 
It’s not something we have to 
fight. It’s part of tiie natural sys¬ 



tem,” Call says. 

“I believe we’re ofif-base about 
the age of consent. Saying you can’t 
have sex education until 16 or 17 is 
the sheerest nonsense on earth. 

“The ultra-right wing 
Republican bigots like Falwell 
have got to go,” he says. “We’re 
not going to have peace until they 
clear off the scene. They’re going 
to die and the sooner the better. 
There are some followers, but 
they are becoming fewer in num¬ 
ber, I think.“The Catholic Church 
has gotten its comeuppance late¬ 
ly. It needs more - and of course, 
it needs a change right at the top.” 

Call says that he has seen 
unbelievable social change in his 
lifetime. 

“It is so different today than 
when I was a youngster. I was 
raised on a farm in north central 
Missouri. I worked on the Kansas 
City Star for a couple of years, I 
was drafted in ’41 after Pearl 
Harbor, and was sent to officer 
school in Fort Benning, Georgia. I 
spent 60 months with infantry 
troops in combat in the operations 
in ffie Marshals, the Marianas, 
Saipan, and Okinawa. I became a 
Battalion commander,” he remi¬ 
nisces. 

After the war. Call settled in 
San Francisco and started Pan 
Graphics Press, a publishing and 
printing house where early gay 
rights pamphlets and small vol¬ 
umes started rolling off the press¬ 
es. A few years after Call became 
involved in Mattachine, with fer¬ 
vent anti-communist sentiment 
sweeping the country during the 
Joseph McCarthy era, the group 
became embroiled in controversy. 


“Some people felt there was a 
conflict in our group. I never 
sensed there was,” Call says now. 
“There may been have been some 
jealousies,” he adds. 

At one historic meeting of the 
Mattachine Society in Los 
Angeles, Call says, a member of 
the San Francisco chapter stood 
up and said people with 
Communist backgrounds should 
leave the organization - and if 
they didn’t, he’d turn them in. 

“What happened was at that 
meeting a man from here, David 
Finn, stood up at the First 
Universalist Church in Los 
Angeles where there were some 
representatives of the Mattachine 
Foundation: Harry Hay and some 
others, and we leaders from San 
Francisco, and Kenneth Bums 


firom Los Angles, who became our 
first elected national president. 
David got up and said something 
to effect that if men in Mattachine 
Foundation who had communist 
backgrounds didn’t step aside, he 
was going to take steps to see if he 
couldn’t take information about 
them over to the FBI,” Call now 
remembers, 

“David should never had made 
that statement. And we had no 
intention of doing it. Good God, 
the FBI monitored us for over 15 
years. They had reams of stuff on 
us. I got part of that back under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 
When the FBI came to see us, they 
never asked for anything they 
weren’t entitled to. The FBI never 
asked for mailing lists, they knew 
they weren’t entitled to them,” Call 


recalls. “We never puiged anyone.” 

But the threat of Communism, 
real or imagined, wasn’t the only 
social issue that impacted lesbians 
and gays of the ’5Cte. 

The Beat Generation brought 
its own kind of social change. 

“Mattachine and the gays 
always got along with the Beats 
and the Haight-Ashbury people. 
Ferlinghetti at City Lights 
Bookstore always stocked 
Mattachine Review and the other 
things we printed. Lenny Bmce 
used to come to our office while 
he was alive. Allen Ginsberg 
wrote us a poem,” Call says. 

Around that time Call also 
started the Adonis Bookstore, 
which began to show gay adult 
videos in the ’70s; the venture 
later became the Circle J, a private 
gay club that moved to its current 
location several years ago. 

Mattachine Society and its piv¬ 
otal early efforts to educate the 
heterosexual public about the 
homosexual, advocate for social 
acceptance, and provide a format 
for gay people to socialize, was 
the success that its founders and 
early members hoped it would be. 
Call says. 

“I was in my thirties when I 
was doing my work, 40-some 
years ago. I’m 76 now. There’s a 
younger generation that’s on cen¬ 
ter stage, now. I got off center 
stage,” Call says philosophically. 

“We wanted Mattachine to 
accomphsh its goals and go out of 
business. 

“It essentially did its thing. It 
started a diaspora of hundreds of 
other gay organizations. That was 
fine and dandy.” ▼

Poll Positions: 

How America Sees Us

NEW YORK - There was 
good news and bad news for 
the lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity in a Time 
magazine/CNN poll released 
June 19. Time conducted the 
poll to gauge attitudes 
toward gays as the 25th 
anniversary of Stonewall 
approached. 

Despite the rise of anti¬ 
gay fundamentalists’ politi¬ 
cal power, the poll found 
Americans are growing more 
accepting of gay people, if 
not of gay marriages, adop¬ 
tion and other examples of 
real equality. And although 
65 percent of the respondents 
said they felt gay rights get 
too much attention, 62 per¬ 
cent said they are in favor of 


legislation to protect gays 
from employment discrimi¬ 
nation. 

The survey of 800 
Americans found that 52 per¬ 
cent found gay or lesbian rela¬ 
tionships acceptable for others, 
up from 35 percent in 1978. 

The mid-June poll also 
found six percent considered 
homosexual relationships 
acceptable for themselves. 

Merchants yes, doctors no 

But acceptance of gay rela¬ 
tionships did not translate to 
acceptance of gays in society 
overall, the poll found. Despite 
a majority accepting gay rela¬ 
tionships, 53 percent dso con¬ 
demned them as morally 
wrong, unchanged from the 
1978 poll’s finding. 

When pollsters asked 


respondents about accepting 
gays in positions close to 
them and their families, hos¬ 
tility rose. 

While 75 percent said they 
would shop at a gay-owned 
store, 61 percent said they 
would not see a gay physi¬ 
cian. 

Only 48 percent said they 
would vote for a gay political 
candidate, 44 percent would 
prohibit their children from 
watching television pro¬ 
grams with gay characters, 
and 58 percent would keep 
their kids from attending a 
house of worship or pre¬ 
school with a gay staffer or 
religious leader. 

Slightly larger majorities 
favored legal restrictions on 
gay marriages and adop¬ 
tions. ▼ 


PWA Wins Job Settlement

CHICAGO - On 
Thursday, June 23, a man 
who says he was wrongfully 
fired because he has AIDS 
got his old job back in an out- 
of-court settlement, plus 
health insurance for the rest 
of his life and $160,000 in 
back pay and damages. 

Shawn Smith began work¬ 
ing for Dovenmuehle 
Mortgage Inc. in 1985 and 
rose through the ranks to 
become an assistant vice 
president. He said he was 
fired from the company in 
1992, three months after he 
confided to his supervisor 
that he had AIDS. 

Smith’s suit was one of the 
first in the country to accuse 
an employer of violating the 


Americans with Disabilities 
Act for allegedly dismissing 
him because he has AIDS. 

Enacted in 1992, the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act prohibits discrimination 
against the disabled. 

In the settlement reached 
Wednesday, Dovenmuehle 
neither admitted nor denied 
wrongdoing in Smith’s fir¬ 
ing. In a statement, however, 
the company said the disease 
had nothing to do with his 
dismissal. 

The company said Smith 
was fired for failing to com¬ 
plete a work project on time, 
forcing the company to 
spend $240,000 to meet a 
hurried-up deadline. 

Smith’s version of the 
story was different. 

In the suit. Smith said he 


told his supervisor of his 
medical condition when she 
asked him why he was leav¬ 
ing work an hour early to go 
to the doctor. According to 
the suit, she told Smith, “You 
can confide in me.” 

As part of the settlement. 
Smith will receive $60,000 in 
back pay and an additional 
$100,000 in damages. The 
company will also be 
required to provide health 
insurance for Smith, even if 
he becomes too ill to work or 
finds conditions at 
Dovenmuehle too hostile. 

The suit was set to go to 
trial Monday,. 

Smith said he hopes his 
settlement will spur other 
people with AIDS to take 
legal action if employers 
wrongly discharge them. ▼ 


Sinsle-Payer Health Plan 
To be on November Ballot

SACRAMENTO - On 
Monday, June 20, California’s 
openly gay Acting Secretary 
of State, Tony Miller, said 
Monday a proposed single¬ 
payer health care initiative has 
qualified for the November 
ballot, setting the stage for a 
costly election battle this fall. 

The proposal to create a 
Canadian-style health care 
system in America collected 
more than 1 million signatures 
to place it before voters, far 
more than the 616,000 needed 
to qualify the measure. 

Under the plan, California 
would use employer taxes 
along with surtaxes on ciga¬ 
rettes and tobacco products to 
provide all state residents with 
comprehensive health care. 


Supporters contend the 
measure would offer everyone 
free choice and provide access 
for millions of state residents 
currently lacking extensive 
health care. 

While drawing broad sup¬ 
port to place it on the ballot, 
the measure has also become a 
primary target for defeat by 
business groups. 

The California Chamber of 
Commerce and scores of 
insurance and business groups 
have formed a coalition to 
oppose the measure, calling it 
costly government intrusion. 

Kirk West, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has 
denounced the jMcposal as “a huge 
step backward in l^th refcxm.” 

The measure is the third ini¬ 
tiative to qualify for the 
November ballot, and all of 


them are controversial. 

Joining the health care mea¬ 
sure in November will be the 
original “three strikes and 
you’re out” anti-crime mea¬ 
sure designed to lock up more 
felons for life, and a proposal 
to impose a 4 percent gasoline 
tax to fund public transporta¬ 
tion projects. 

Two other contentious pro¬ 
posals are expected to also 
appear before voters in the fall. 
Tobacco giant Philip Morris has 
backed a statewide smoking 
ban for most indoor workplaces 
that would prevent local gov¬ 
ernments from imposing 
tougher standards. And immi¬ 
grant-reform groups are push¬ 
ing a ballot measure that would 
deny health and education ben¬ 
efits to illegal immigrants in 
California. ▼

Wiggsy’s

I n a recent interview with 
B.A.R., sociology profes¬ 
sor, psychotherapist, 
political mover, and gay 
activist extraordinaire, 
Wiggsy Sivertsen, looked at her 
own life and the state of gay 
activism in the South Bay. In 
typical Sivertsen fashion, she 
made the kinds of observations 
- and plenty of them - that les¬ 
bian and gay readers want to 
read. 

Hailed as a role model for 
gays and lesbians in a June 1989 
interview, Wiggsy was asked 
about the recent establishment 
of a scholarship in her name at 
San Jose State University and 
whether or not it reinforced the 
image of her as role model. She 
acknowledged that the honor 
would probably have that effect, 
and that the development of 
plans to give money to gay, les¬ 
bian, or gay sympathetic stu-

dents who have worked for the 
improvement of gay life was 
almost a certainty. 

“The details have not all 
been worked out yet,” she 
explained. Wisely standing 
apart from the development her¬ 
self, she said that various possi¬ 
bilities were becoming appar¬ 
ent. “There could be two recip¬ 
ients each year or only one. The 
decision might be made to alter¬ 
nate regularly between the gen¬ 
ders. But the ongoing problem 
will be to keep the fund suffi¬ 
ciently financed. It has $16,000 
to start, but there will have to be 
fund raisers and the like to keep 
it going. But the main objective 
will always be to support a per¬ 
son who will be out and repre¬ 
sentative of gay people. That 
will work to reduce the homo- 
phobic atmosphere on this cam¬ 
pus.” 

Queer sociology 

One ongoing project Wiggsy 
has been involved in for the last 
five years is the course, 
“Sociology of Homosexuality,” 
which was introduced at the uni¬ 
versity by Clay Lane in 1975, 
and which she has taught since 
Lane retired in 1988. How is it 
going? 

“Terrific,” she said. 
“Enrollment runs from 35 to 45 
and it is on the schedule each 
semester. I sometimes teach it 
with no pay because I feel it’s so 
important to keep serving gay 
objectives. Students from every 
segment of the campus take it. I 
have sorority girls, frat boys, 
football players - you name it. 
They are mostly straight, and 
have been drawn to the course 
by positive word-of- mouth cir¬ 
culation.” 

“In the fall,” she added, 
“there will be a strong addition. 
Ken Yeager will teach a political 
science course called “Politics 
of the Gay Civil Rights 
Movement”. 


BAYMEC 

Wiggsy’s alliance with 
Yeager dates back more than 10 
years when, working in tandem, 
the two founded BAYMEC (the 
Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee), a vital, gay politi¬ 
cal organization with influence 
in three Bay Area counties, San 
Mateo, Santa Clara and Santa 
Cruz. Over the past decade, the 
organization has impressed 
myriad candidates with its 
fundraising abilities. 

Though candidates were 
leary of BAYMEC in the begin¬ 
ning, the organization has 
become a most respected arm of 
the citizenry. “We have excel¬ 
lent working relations with 
almost all politicians,” Wiggsy 
affirmed, as evidenced by the 
frequent solicitations of opin¬ 
ions and information by Kevin 
Purseglove, the press secretary 
for San Jose Mayor Susan 
Hammer. 

“The positive identity of 
BAYMEC crosses party lines,” 
Wiggsy avers. “For instance, I 
maintain a warm respect for 
Becky Morgan, a former 
Republican state senator. Only 
a few stand apart. Cathy Coles 
(recently recalled by the voters 
for her racist and homophobic 
antics in office) had to learn the 
hard way. Chuck Quackenbush 
either doesn’t get it or is so big¬ 
oted that he can’t see our reali¬ 
ty.” 

Wiggsy laments the retire¬ 
ment of Congressman Don 
Edwards. “It’s a tragedy,” she 
exclaimed. “He absolutely 
deserves the title he won, Mr. 
Civil Rights.” But the pols now 
competing to replace Edwards, 
former S.J. Mayor Tom 
McEnnery, and Santa Clara 
County Supervisor Zoe 
Lofgren, are, says Wiggsy, 
“positive professionals who will 
be sympathetic.” 

What major jobs lie before 


the area’s gay community now? 
‘The biggest is broadening the 
base we’ve started,” said 
Wiggsy. “Specifically, that 
means building alliances with 
those groups with similar con¬ 
victions who are willing to work 
with us. Lou Sheldon lost in his 
effort to get an initiative on the 
ballot similar to one which the 
right-wingers have promoted in 
Oregon. But that doesn’t mean 
he won’t be back with another 
try.” 

“We must push for benefits 
equal to those enjoyed by het¬ 
erosexual couples,” Wiggsy 
added. “Also, revision of 
school curricula to include posi¬ 
tive representation of lesbians 
and gays is important. Within 
all the efforts, we must remem¬ 
ber that there are many roads to 
our goals, and other parallel 
efforts will help, such as reduc¬ 
ing racism and fighting among 
ourselves.” 


Queer nation 

On the last count, Wiggsy 
cited opposition to Queer 
Nation. “They had a job to do, 
and it was to counter the perva¬ 
sive hetero male, middle- 
American influence, which 
dominates everything. It is not 
necessary to be like them. I 
understood Queer Nation even 
though I was sometimes the tar¬ 
get of their criticism.” 

What of her own future? 
“Well, in the words of Ann, my 
ex-partner, I am ‘forever the 
warrior’ and five years from 
now I’ll probably be doing what 
I am doing now. I want to see 
Ken Yeager win a seat in the 
California Assembly and for 
other gays to be in influential 
positions. I want to see an end 
to AIDS and the defeat of breast 
cancer for women. More than 
anything else, I want gay life to 
be recognized as a legitimate 
lifestyle.” ▼

imposed shame. 

The Gay Games Physique 
Competition at Madison Square 
Garden was packed with specta¬ 
tors salivating over scores of 
pumped-up bodies flexing their 
way to the Gold in their age 
division. But something hap¬ 
pened when Jean Grosshold 
came out for her routine in the 
oyer-60 competition. Wearing 
thick glasses, glistening, tanned 
old-age skin draping slightly off 
her muscles, Grosshold strode 
to center stage and struck pose 
after pose that was part defi¬ 
ance, part show-off, part 
courage - as if she’d been wait¬ 
ing all her life for this very 
moment. The crowd erupted in 
wild applause - not so much for 
her well-defined lines as for the 
beauty of her out, proud, shame¬ 
less, and boastful personal best. 

Later - in another shining 
illustration of the victory of 
authentic self-esteem over mere 
vanity - a gay male athlete with 
full-blown AIDS, his catheter 
protruding above his heart, 
ignored his recent 50 pound 
weight loss (175 from 225) and 
flexed with the best. His lover 
brought him flowers after his 
competition. 

Another memory that 
embodies courage, fortitude, 
and freedom came in the middle 
of the June 25 Dyke March: 
suddenly an unidentified lesbian 
emerged in front of the other 
15,000 dykes and their support¬ 
ers illegally marching down 
Fifth Avenue and whipped off 
her shirt. Unlike the other 
ample-, flat-, and perky-breast¬ 
ed dykes strutting their stuff, 
this lesbian had a gigantic slash 
where her right breast had been. 
And there wasn’t a pink ribbon 
in sight. 

Stonewall snapshots flash 
past in an instant, some trailing 
words ripe with pride or defi¬ 
ance or love. The 21- year old

Marine in full-dress uniform - 
in that muggy heat - marching 
with his HIV-positive friend; 
marchers from Chile, Argentina, 
Brazil, and other places where 
being gay can get you killed; 
over 6,000 NYC cops - some of 
whom marched; Judith Light - 
the only non-gay mainstream 
celebrity to walk the whole way 
behind the Stonewall 25 banner; 
the peaceful resolution between 
the Establishment March and 
the Alternative March when 
ACT UP, having taken Fifth 
Avenue without a permit, 
reached West 57th Street and the 
Establishment March stopped to 
let them join in. 

Central Park rally emcee and 
lesbian mom Amanda Bearse 
said it was her great pleasure to 
have marched with custody-bat¬ 
tle-scarred lesbian mother 
Sharon Bottoms and her lover 
April Wade - who were totoally 
overwhelmed when the crowd 
of between 600,000-800,000 


screamed out: “Don’t Give Up!’’ 
Emcee Kate Clinton asked 
everyone to take a Michael 
Callen 7th inning stretch: reach 
back and go “Wooooo.’’ Then 
there was the 3 p.m. moment of 
silence, followed by a scream of 
rage; Tony Kushner and the 
Angels in America cast reciting 
poems by Paul Monette and 
Audre Lourde; Liza Minelli, 
before singing “The Day After 
That,” noting that June 27th also 
marked the 25th anniverary of 
her mother Judy Garland’s 
funeral - and that her mother 
would be thrilled by this; Tales 
of the City author Armistead 
Maupin kissing his lover Terry 
Anderson: “This is what PBS is 
afraid of.” 

A theatrical group from 
Thailand performing an anti- 
AIDS children’s play; Sir Ian 
McKellen; Harvey Fierstein and 
Marga Gomez; Urvashi Vaid; 
Peri Jude Radicec calling for 
protest in Cobbs County; Carol 
Channing; the deaf Russian who 
was translated into Portugese; 
RuPaul lip-synching; two 
groups from South Africa; a 
black woman from Kenya with 
AIDS. No Barbra or Madonna 
or kd or Melissa or Janis - but 
there were all those transgender 
girls and drag queens. 

But in the middle of sizing up 
the sordid past and seizing the 
glorious future came sharp 
words of rebuke for some ill- 
considered practices of today. 
Many of those who know les- 
bian/AIDS activist Ann North¬ 
rop expected her to be contro¬ 
versial when she took center 
stage, but no one expected the 
targets of her anger to be come¬ 
dienne Sandra Bernhard and gay 
white men; apparently during 
the OUTcomedy night 
Bernhard’s theme was “how 
ugly, fat, stupid, and unfashion¬ 
able lesbians are.” Northrop sur¬ 
mised the skinny comedienne 
hadn’t gotten over being reject¬ 
ed by Madonna. 

“The best line of the night,” 
Northrop said, “was when 
Karen Williams said ‘Fuck You, 
Sandra Bernhard.’” 

But what really turned her 
stomach, she said, was the way 
Bernhard was cheered by gay 
white men. “Don’t you get it?,” 
Northrop asked the blanched 
men. “Do you think that stand¬ 
ing for 12 hours in front of a 
mirror and partying on the bat¬ 
tleship Intrepid is what this 
movement is all about? It’s 
about the instrinsic worth of 
every human being. ... Why do 
we who have been so oppressed 
want to oppress others? ... I’m 
not tolerating any more racism 
or sexism from gay white men.” 
For many women, people of 
color, and drag queens, 
Northrop’s was the most 
poignant of the American 
speeches. 

Throughout the week, and 
especially on that hectic 
Monday when it seemed all par¬ 
ticipants were standing in the 
same one or two airport lines, 
lesbians and gay men were 
overheard saying how personal¬ 
ly affected they had been - and 
how they wanted to carry the 
spirit of Stonewall home. 

The future success of the gay 
and lesbian community depends 
upon carrying through with that 
desire. While it may be true that 

- using Stonewall as a yardstick 

- no single oppressed minority 
group has come as far as fast, it 
is also wise to recall the philoso¬ 
pher’s warning: those who for¬ 
get the past are doomed to 
repeat it. In the face of the radi¬ 
cal right’s advances here and 
around the world, it is impera¬ 
tive that queers stand tall, stand 
proud, and stand out. Now and 
forever, Stonewall means No 
More and No Turning Back. ▼ 
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Freedom’s biggest fan.

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the way uptown in heels) and 
nine cars of New York’s 
Imperial Court (breaking anoth¬ 
er edict by using a vehicle), 
thousands of ACTUPers and 
Spirit Of Stonewallers marched 
close behind, making up the 
bulk of the crowd. 

Housing Works waved strips 
of rainbow flag. Voguing 
dancers and tumbling kids ran 
between the panels, and Larry 
Kramer zoomed through, a 
video camera documenting his 
every word. Literate Lesbians 
blended in with NAMBLA sup¬ 
porters. 

Those that feared the evil 
mayor bowed down, and even 
let him aggrandize himself at 
the Stonewall March and at the 
Games. Those that don’t care 
for Guiliani’s games took Fifth 
Avenue, made the obligatory 
“shame shame” die in thang out¬ 
side St. Patrick’s, the den of 
anti-gay hatred guarded by two 
rows of barricades and cops. We 
made our gestures, offered our 
spit to the pavement, and then 
got on with enjoying our day. 

The alternative march grew 
in numbers, like the Stonewall 
March, and by the time we got 
to Central Park’s south entrance, 
the great convergence had 
begun. 

Shaded trees eased our 
exhaustion, and we became one 
strolling mass, eager for water, 
food, entertainment, a place to 
sit down, and maybe an answer 
to the question, why did we all 
come here in the first place, 
other than to have a party? 

The rally: speaker, speaker, 
disco song, speaker, speaker, 
disco song, interrupted by a few 
escapes into the shade for deje- 
unes sur I’herbs with old friends 
and new acquaintances. Free 
water was available, but the 
lines for anything else were 
twenty deep. Smart fruits 
packed fruit, but many left post- 
Liza, satiated in the herding of 
what may have been a great day, 
if not for the obscurity of so 
many groups and speakers. One 
Stonewall drag queen, and Ann 
Northrup, berated gym bunnies 
for their devotion to muscle. 
“I’ll bum my gym card,” mock- 
cried a shirtless dude. 

Despite chants of “Barbra, 
Barbra,” and “kd, kd,” celebrity 
rumors, many circulated by 
dizzy publicists, came to noth¬ 
ing, and even the emcee made 
the point directly: 

“Why are you screaming for 
a woman who may or may not 
have a gay son [Striesand] or a 
(Continued on page 18) 


“Somewhere Over the 
Rainbow” and rode off in a golf 
cart. 

But despite the slights from 
the groundsmen and security 
(one dithering publicist 
promised a B.A.R. photogra¬ 
phers backstage passes, only to 
flake out, causing her to be 
thrown out of the park) and the 
occasionally homophobic 
employees (they weren’t yelling 
“Maricones” in the stadium 
hallways out of pride), it was 
nice to feel so comfortable in 
our seats, do The Wave, flirt 
with a gold medalist or two, be 
cheered and entertained in a 
packed arena of hot dogs, beer, 
and homos, a new American tra¬ 
dition. 

After the show, and the fire¬ 
works, our unspooling aorta 
crammed the next forty D trains 
with more politeness and campy 
humor than any baseball crowd. 
Couples made out on the 
express all the way downtown. 

Off to parties, off to night¬ 
clubs, to cramped apartments 
with three extra guests, to clois¬ 
tered couplings and defiant drag 
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Drag marchers take over the intersection of Christopher and Seventh.

and at stores, queers milled ad 
chatted and shopped and 
schmoozed the day away. The 
piers were a glut of fried meat 
and souvenirs. Tenement bal¬ 
conies nearly spilled over with 
mimosa chat and long-lost hugs. 

In a rush, we made it to the 
Dyke March in Bryant Park, 
well, at least the beginning, for 
they were headed downtown, 
and we up to Closing 
Ceremonies. A friend spent 
quality time with his lesbian 
stepsister, one of three gay men 
I knew who were meeting their 
long-lost lesbian sisters for the 
first time, each expanding our 
great queer family. 

Recognition via ID tags 
helped the chatter and proud 
conversation all the way up to 
the Bronx. Tracksters from 
France talked with volleyball 
players from San Diego. It was 
hot, and cramped, and wonder¬ 
ful. The few straight folk on the 
D train would never be the 
same. 

While waiting for entry to 
Yankee Stadium, people lined 
up, waiting for the gates to 
open, watching high-haired 
West Hollywood drag cheer¬ 
leaders, fended off pushy AT&T, 
Gay & Lesbian Americans, and 
HRCF leafletters, like we need 
to be put on another mailing list. 

The closing ceremonies 
began with two hours of parad¬ 
ing athletes. We hopped down to 
the front row to hug and kiss old 
friends, and snap photos of cute 
strangers from Cyprus and 
Zimbabwe. 

The show got underway on 
time, with a video about Gay 
Games founder Tom Waddell. 
While the ceremonies were a bit 
glossy, the stage too close (they 
wouldn’t let anyone walk on the 
grass. Fireworks spewing 
sparks, yes, queer feet, no, so 
the stage was set on ramps and 
walkways only around the 
bases), there were some won¬ 
derful moments between the 
two-hour merry-go-round of 
marching athletes, Harvey 
Fierstein and Julia “Pat” 
Sweeney, and shouting out 
cities and countries with a dis¬ 
turbing repetition (‘That’s the 


fourth time Chicago’s been 
around!” one queen yelled.) 

While Crystal Waters night¬ 
time entrance with the Dykes on 
Bikes was fabulous, her lip- 
synching wasn’t. “La-da-di, la- 
da (She’s Homeless)” is not the 
anthem for a subculture with 
frequent flyer miles, time shares 
and extensive souvenir budgets. 

Barbara Cook and the Unity 
Chorus, singing from on high 
(second balcony) approached 
E.T. proportions in its ethereal 
sweetness, while speakers like 
Armistead Maupin silenced the 
crowd to moved solemnity. 
Maupin berated the president, 
noted that over a third of the 
Gay Games athletes were living 
strong with HIV and AIDS, and 
knocked down the HIV equals 
death theorem. His speech more 
than made up for the Orwellian 
AT&T gargantuan screen ads 
that made it all seem like what 
Suzanne Westenhoefer called a 
“gay Am Way convention.” 

Sir Ian McKellen (“My 
friends call me Sirina”) read a 
poem by Sappho, who in her life 
never could have imagined a 
sold-out reading in Yankee 
Stadium on a stage fit for 
BonJovi. McKellen read her 
lines about being remembered 
years from now, and it rang true. 
He paralleled a description of 
love to another poem that made 
references to our diverging 
marches the next day, how we 
would approach Central Park 
and come together, circling like 
a serpent swallowing its tail, not 
stopping until we all explode 
wi^ passion. 

The waning moon hung 
above the stands as Cindi 
Lauper wowed the crowd most 
with her ballad, “I Will Be 
Strong.” She also sang “Girls 
Just Wanna Have Fun” with a 
gaggle of fabulous drag queens, 
a number that more than made 
up for the screeches of a long¬ 
haired male singer who would 
have been more at home at a 
Christian rock concert, what 
with his belting lyrics about 
God and praying. Excuse me, 
but this is a fag convention, can 
we have a little more musical 
tributes to sodomy for the 30th 
anniversary, if you don’t mind? 

Reigning diva Patti Labelle’s 
mike had problems, yet she 
shined with the perreniatl

shows on streets and on stages. 
The Dance on the Pier packed 
thousands, not exactly on the 
pier anymore, but still at the 
noted black gay cruising/vogu- 
ing grounds. 

Annie Lennox’s “Little Bird” 
poured from the Duplex on 
Christopher and 7th. Amid the 
throngs, lonely unpaired boys 
and men sang along: “My, my, I 
feel so alone. My, my, where do 
I roam?” 

Another pride of drag queens 
gave a free show in the street, 
while the lines formed for entry 
into bars we never went to while 
we lived there. Hundreds of men 
traded glances in a heated game 
of hunt, each eager for direct 
one-on-one celebrations of our 
right to fuck. 

Those who weren’t exhaust¬ 
ed from the previous days, and 
those who stayed up all night, 
made it to the marches on 
Sunday. It took a giant event 
like Stonewall 25 to bring the 
divergent groups together for 
one day, well, at least in one zip 
code. 

The Stonewall March on the 
UN was attended by thousands, 
and thousands more watched 
from the sidewalks and high- 
rise windows. 

Downtown, the Alternative 
March collected in Sheridan 
Square, got backed up at 
Waverly Place, but once the cor¬ 
ner was turned at Washingtons 
Square, it was full speed ahead. 

The Stonewall 25 people 
marched up First Avenue, past 
the UN. Mayor Guiliani 
marched with them for a time, 
smiling through the frequent 
boos, and admiring Republican 
fans. (More than one Stonewall 
25 board member is a 
Republican Quelle surprise). 

Will the UN respond to the 
demands of the official gay and 
lesbian marchers? Hard to tell, 
since they were closed for the 
day, and what with the 
ILGA/NAMBLA mess, it does¬ 
n’t seem probable, which is why 
so many chose to take the alter¬ 
native route. But for all the has¬ 
sles, that damn Rainbow Flag 
did look terrific. 

Downtown, and approaching 
fast, the march that some 
naysayers forbode as a potential 
cop skirmish ended up thou¬ 
sands strong and eight blocks 
long. In the true tradition of 
Stonewall, the group defied the 
police and made them work for 
the homos 

Led by a glittering drag 
queen who was at the original 
Stonewall riots (she walked all 
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World Records 
Set by Lesbian 
and Gay 
Athletes 

In the midst of all the competition, 
some amazing sportsmanship records 
were accomplished. At press time. Gay 
Games was able to only send the 
Swimming and Track & field records, 
which are still pending approval from 
officials. 

In the 30-34 Age Group, Olympic 
medalist Bruce Hayes, now of Team New 
York Aquatics, broke the 400-Meter 
Freestyle record on June 23 with a time of 
3:59.83. The old world record is 4:02.66, 
and the old American record is 4:13.61. 
Hayes also broke the 800-Meter Freestyle 
on June 18 with a time of 8:19.44, and the 
1,500-Meter Freestyle on June 24 with a 
time of 16:21.25. 

Other record setters included Andrea 
DeVuono of West Hollywood Aquatics, 
who broke records in the 30-34 women’s 
group with 31.76 in 50-meter Backstroke, 
and 1:06.69 in 100-Meter Backstroke, 

June 19 and 20, respectively. 

Other winners in the men’s 30-34 age 
group were Dean Putterman of Houston, 
with a 50-Meter Breaststroke record of 
29.34, and Peter McClafferty of Southern 
California Aquatics Club, with a time of 
2:25.03. 

Records were set in mixed (co-gender) 
events and freestyle events by Hayes, and 
Wayne Jackson of West Hollywood 
Aquatics. 

In Track & Field, the women’s 200- 
Meter Dash record was broken by 
Philippa Raschker of Atlanta, with a time 
of 25.56 seconds. Raschker also set 
records in the Women’s Heptathlon. 

While many events were delayed or 
had some space problems, the most 
notable was the change the triathlon group 
made by becoming a biathlon (no swim¬ 
ming in the river), due to EMS 
(Emergency Medical Service) standby 
team never showing up. But they never 
showed up in the Bronx when my grand¬ 
mother had a heart attack. 

Tom Waddell Awards were given to 
Rikki Striecher, who accepted from Brent 
Nicholson Earle, who after roller-blading 
cross country with his team of fundraisers, 
also took honors in his athletic running 
events. T

eases from entering the country. 
While the exhibit reports the 
procedures as if such demeaning 
inspections are only so much 
past history, the strings that Gay 
Games organizers pulled to gain 
entry for banned HIV-positive 
participants into the U.S. remind 
me that today’s immigration 
policies remain as crude as 
those buttonhooks. 

It seems as much a step 
back as a step forward when I 
hear praise for the exemption. 
Better the ban be lifted altogeth¬ 
er than our country’s current wel¬ 
come: “Give me you tired, your 
weary, your HIV-negative....” 

Friday: medaling around 

What fun to stroll through 
Greenwich Village with my 
medal on. When else will I ever 
get to wear it? Where else will it 
ever be so appreciated? Gays and 
lesbians nod, smile, and offer 
congratulations. Others in medals 
of their own ask “What sport?” 
and I return the favor so they can 
tell of their own victories. 

The straight couples are 
filled with questions. They have 
seen something in the news - 
coverage is pretty good - and 
want to know more about these 


Gay Games: How good is the 
competition? Had I seen pairs 
figure skating? Is Mario Cuomo 
really playing basketball? 

A grandmotherly woman 
- strong, short, Italian- 
American - high-fives me for 
my victory. 

Saturday: closing 
ceremonies 

The metaphor is right that 
we march into closing cere¬ 
monies not in geographically 
defined contingents as we did at 
the opening ceremonies, but as 
one enormous tribe. I am reunit¬ 
ed with an old friend swimming 
for Denmark. I meet Lisbon’s 
only participant, silver medalist 
Lita Gale, who had no 
Portuguese teammates for the 
opening march and now has 
11,000. Unity ’94. 

The walk into Yankee 
Stadium, yes, a filled Yankee 
Stadium, is amazing. To see Marga 
Gomez, Roberta Achtenberg, and 
Rikki Streicher on stage before the 
thousands is a San Francisco 
dyke’s dream come true. 

Rumors have been flying 
about possible performers - 
Elton John, Melissa Etheridge, 
Aretha Franklin, Madonna, 
Queen Latifah, maybe even 
Barbra herself 

None of the above shows, 
but nobody notices because 


there’s a host of drag queens 
strutting on stage while Cindi 
Lauper bounces around singing 
“Girls Just Wanna Have Fun.” 

Then, when Patti LaBelle 
wants a mike stand and gives a 
warm and wonderful hug to the 
techie dyke who brings one, 
we’re all melting - and not from 
New York’s heat. LaBelle calls 
the dyke “Sugar” and then belts 
out something even sweeter, the 
most memorable and loving ren¬ 
dition of “Somewhere Over the 
Rainbow” I ever hope to hear. 

If opening ceremonies 
celebrated our gathering, closing 
ceremonies is sending a message 
for us to carry back home: come 
out, come out, come out. Keep 
visibility on the rise. 

Along with an inspiring 
account of the cheers that wel¬ 
comed her wheeling to the fin¬ 
ish of the lOK race, Janet 
Weinberg, Disabilities Services 
Committee chair, urges partici¬ 
pants to retain the lessons of the 
Games. Just as we’ve learned to 
cheer our diverse community in 
athletic endeavor, she said, “Let 
us not forget to do the same 
when the Games are over.” 

I want to give Tai 
Babilonia and Randy Gardner 
gold medals for public acknowl¬ 
edgement that figure skating has 
been hit hard by AIDS. How 
bold it is for them to step for¬ 


ward to say, “We feel, as figure 
skaters, that our sport is not 
doing enough.” 

When Armistead Maupin 
speaks, I am too focused on 
fighting the lump in my throat to 
write down his words, but his 
tribute to the courage and cre¬ 
ativity of those people living 
with AIDS has my body chilled 
with a combination of pride, 
admiration, gratitude and rage. 
By pointing to those people 
we’ve all seen or known to have 
been diagnosed and then written 
their best work, directed the 
most important of films, scored 
operas and symphonies with 
genius, Maupin destroyed the 
myth that a person get AIDS and 
dies. His assertion that one-third 
of the athletes here are HIV-pos- 
itive stings me with disbelief -1 
do not want to believe it - and 
then seals my resolve to march, 
not in the official parade on 
Sunday, but up Fifth Avenue 
with ACT UP. 

Sunday: Stonewall 25 

Gathering outside that 
small pub with the neon sign: 
Stonewall. Police everywhere, 
but it doesn’t look like con¬ 
frontation. ACT UP monitors 
take charge, and we leave 
Greenwich Village behind. 

Two hours into our trek 
toward Central Park, some¬ 


where between the Empire State 
Building and St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, a guy marching 
beside me says, “Hey, you were 
in the Games, weren’t you? I 
saw you on the news last night.” 
Sure enough he had remem¬ 
bered what I had said to the 
reporter from Channel One, but 
unfortunately, they had edited 
out the most political part of my 
comments. No surprise there. 

Anyway, he admits he 
isn’t a sports fan, and he’s dis¬ 
appointed to see us focus seven 
days on sports and only one on 
activism. Then he points to a 
sign that reads: Stonewall 1969 
Rebellion. 1994 Recreation.” 

I know that for some, the 
Gay Games are the most politi¬ 
cal act they will partake in all 
year. Many who played yester¬ 
day are not marching today. But 
others are. The Games are a way 
to take activism to new fields, 
new courts, and new rinks. 

The way I see it, the Gay 
Games offers seven days of 
sports every four years, includ¬ 
ing leap year. That leaves anoth¬ 
er 1454 days for activism. 

The chant is a familiar 
one. We must repeat it and oth¬ 
ers, and find ways to make our 
voices heard. ACT UP. Fight 
Back. Fight AIDS. Even if we 
have to shout all the way to 
Amsterdam in 1998 for Gay 
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(Continued from page 16) 

woman who may or may not be 
a lesbian [Madonna]?” she 
called out. A feisty dyke yelled 
out “She doesn’t even know if 
she’s a lesbian!” Possibly 
because they are better enter¬ 
tainers, and we still crave our 
icons, queer or not. 

Richard Goldstein’s scalding 
essay in the Village Voice, “The 
Coming Crisis in Gay Rights,” 
would have to wait for airplane 
reading. At the time, the ever- 
inclusive newspaper served as a 
fine seat pad on the dusty park 
grounds. 

So while not as star-studded 
as we’d hoped, especially after 
trekking 60 blocks, it was a 
good time, a time to bump into 
old friends, and bump up 
against cute new ones. The exit¬ 
ing masses crowded into 
Columbus Avenue bistros, over¬ 
whelming waiters with our 
dozen languages of queer wrap- 
up dish. 

Police added an extra thou¬ 
sand or ten thousand cops, and 
few incidences were reported. 
Bullhomed cops guided con¬ 
fused tourists to subways like 
Dachau victims, but at least this 
time it was only the smoldering 
furnace of the MTA. 

The streets were ours, for 
days, at least, but even then, 
some areas seemed awash in a 
merely pressed back homopho¬ 
bia. One gay male couple, walk¬ 
ing home hand in hand in the 
East Village, knew of a quartet 
of threatening kids following 
them, but were surprised by a 
police car pulling up beside 
them. The cops warned them. 
The two received an escort to 
their door. 

Christopher Street itself was 
one long cruisy block party, 
with lines forming around bars. 
Drinking on the street was occa¬ 
sionally hassled by cops, who 
asked a few to pour out their 


beers. One longtime gay activist 
reported an unpleasant incident 
with a control-hungry neophyte 
ACT UP marshall who was 
probably learning how to pee 
standing when his object of ire 
was fighting for gay rights. 

The effects of our giant party 
have yet to be discerned. 
Perhaps we can put aside tourist 
trade blitzes for a while, and do 
what one speaker shouted when 
speaking of Cobb County, an 
appropriate place for our next 
migration, just in time to protest 
the Olympics encampment in 
that hotbed of anti-homo hatred. 
Or do what a lesbian from 
Ovett, Mississippi shouted as 
she grabbed the mike before the 
less than climactic finale, “We 
were prevented from speaking! 
We need your help! We are the 
future!” 

The future indeed, for how 
many thousands, freshly ener¬ 
gized, yet exhausted, cheered 
and clapped on their journeys 
home, bringing a new sense of 
self and community, and yes, a 
few souvenirs. We must rest, 
enjoy the snapshots, and get on 
with fighting more for our 
rights than admission to a 
nightclub. 

For many attendees, the 
march and celebrations seemed 
like “one big circuit party.” 
Such were the words of a fre¬ 
quent traveler, whose mileage 
numbers may be one of the 
many bonuses of trekking to the 
convergence. 

The travel industry, the club 
industry, the T-shirt industry 
and the city of New York made 
millions. Out and Naya and 
Smirnoff and AT&T sponsored 
more events than can be count¬ 
ed. Will they also sponsor a gay 
and lesbian civil rights bill?

Comedy is a Drag for Uncle 
Miltie, Busch, and Pierce

NEW YORK (UPI) - Drag vamped into the 
mainstream Friday, June 26 with Milton Berle 
joining a group of famous cross-dressers in New 
York City for a hilarious evening of camp, ballgo¬ 
wns, and glamour. 

The 85-year-old Berle, who first brought drag 
into Americans’ homes over a half-century ago, 
joined drag legends Charles Busch and Charles 
Pierce for a one-night engagement at Town Hall as 
part of the ongoing celebration of Gay Pride Week 
and the Gay Games. 

Resplendent in a red, sequined gown, rhine¬ 
stone earrings and blonde wig, Berle said Busch - 
the author and leading lady of the hit off- 
Broadway shows Vampire Lesbians of Sodom and 
Psycho Beach Party - called him up a few weeks 
ago. 

“He said, ‘Milt, do you believe in free speech?’ 
I said, ‘Yeah.’ ‘Well, you’re making one June 
24th,’” Berle said. 

Berle then launched into a hilarious monologue 
poking fun at everyone from gays to Jews to old 
age. 

On George Bums - “He used to be the best 
straight man in Hollywood. Now you can’t find a 
straight man in Hollywood.” 

On drinking - “Jews don’t drink. It interferes 
with their suffering.” 


Berle was hilarious, but by no means the star of 
the show. That honor - hands down - went to 
Charles Pierce and his devastatingly camp rendi¬ 
tion of Norma Desmond from Sunset Boulevard 
(the film, not the Lloyd Webber production) and 
Bette Davis in her All About Eve prime. 

Wearing a feather-topped, gold lame turban, a 
blue, sequined gown with lace sleeves and a trow¬ 
el full of makeup. Pierce had only to strike a pose 
to get the audience howling. 

“I couldn’t decide what to wear,” Pierce-as- 
Desmond purred, “so I wore everything. No one 
ever said drag had to be tasteful.” 

Busch, as a quick-changing mistress of cere¬ 
monies, expertly moved the evening along and 
brought the house down with a send-up of a 
Jewish, middle-aged school teacher obsessed with 
French chanteuse Edith Piaf. 

“Our lives were remarkably similar,” she says, 
“of course, my mother wasn’t a prostitute, but she 
had a similar experience as a buyer for Ohrbach’s.” 

Randy Allen gives a gaspingly real portrayal of 
one of drag queens’ favorite icons, Marilyn 
Monroe. Drag performance is not really about 
dressing up in women’s clothes - anyone can do 
that. 

It’s about attitude with a capital “A,” stage pres¬ 
ence and the ability to poke fun at yourself. 
Dressing up in mom’s high heels never looked like 
so much fun. ▼ 


American Airlines Gets Gay- 
Friendly After Discriminating

NEW YORK - Those lesbians and gays who 
went to the Stonewall anniversary celebrations on 
American Airlines could expect to be welcomed 
aboard, despite the carrier’s earlier record of mis¬ 
treating its homosexual passengers. 

The Fort Worth-based airline sent a seven- 
minute videotape to those of its 70,000 employees 
who have contact with passengers to ensure the 
airline’s stated policies of nondiscrimination and 
fairness were observed, and that gays, lesbians, 
and people with AIDS are welcome. 

The video was sent out in anticipation of large 
numbers of passengers traveling to New York City 
for Gay Games IV and Stonewall 25. 

“When I saw it I was shocked,” said 
GLAAD/New York’s, Ellen Carton, executive 
director of the Gay & Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation in New York City, referring to the 
videotape. “We didn’t ask them to [distribute one].” 

“Lesbians and gay men are coming to New 
York in record numbers,” she said. “It is critical 
that they be treated with the respect and dignity 
they deserve. American Airlines’ attempt to make 
travel comfortable for gay passengers is an impor¬ 
tant step in the right direction.” 

“It’s a typical employee communications piece 
that was sent out about a week ago,” said Tim 


Doke, a spokesman for American in Dallas. “It is 
particularly meant to sensitize our employees 
because we are carrying a lot of gay and lesbian 
passengers to and from New York for the Gay 
Games.” 

He said the videotape was prompted in part 
because of a “reprehensible” incident last year. 

“A message got into the computing system, 
we’re not sure how, during the [gay and lesbian] 
March on Washington which said piliows and 
blankets should be ‘changed out’ after use by 
gays,” Doke said. Another “reprehensible” inci¬ 
dent occurred last year when a San Francisco man 
with AIDS, Timothy Holless, was dragged scream¬ 
ing from an American plane because stewardesses 
feared his facial KS lesions. 

American is the official airline of the World 
Cup, and the message was on the same videotape 
that included a message concerning foreign travel¬ 
ers to the soccer matches, Doke said. “We just 
wanted to make the point that we want to have the 
same high standards we try to maintain on normal 
occasions.” 

“As lesbians and gay men we prefer to travel on 
airlines that make everyone feel comfortable, 
regardless of our sexual orientation or HIV status,” 
said Carton. “So not only is American Airline’s 
new policy based on good sense, it’s good business 
too.”V 
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Fundies Don’t Think 
Doonesbury Is Funny

“My constituents don’t know 
how to read, but they can’t help 
but seeing them damned pic¬ 
tures,” complained New York 
“Boss” Tweed of Thomas Nast’s 
cartoons more than a hundred 
years ago. 

Perhaps that helps to explain 
why religious conservatives 
started sputtering when Garry 
Trudeau raised the issue of gay 
marriages in his syndicated 
comic strip, Doonesbury. Wire 
service reports noted that at 
least two newspapers refused to 
run the comic, saying it was not 
fit for a family newspaper. 

The series ran the first full 
week in June and mentioned the 
book Same-Sex Unions in 
Premodern Europe by John 
Boswell, which was just hitting 
the bookstores at the time. 

In that book Boswell argues 
that what he calls “same-sex 
unions” were blessed by the 
Christian Cchurch from the 8th 
to 16th centuries. As evidence, 
he cites 80 documents - rites, 
ceremonies, etc. - he uncovered 
through exhaustive research 
across Europe and the 
Mediterranean. 

He maintains the ceremonies 
celebrated marriage and not just 
friendship: monks, because of 
their vows of celibacy, were 
barred from being joined in 
these ceremonies just as they 
were from being wed. 

Boswell is no easily dis¬ 



missed lightweight. He is the A. 
Whitney Griswold Professor of 
History and chairman of the 
department at Yale University. 
He touched on the subject in his 
earlier book Christianity, Social 
Tolerance and Homosexuality, 
published in 1980, which won 
the American Book Award for 
History. It contained much of 
the intellectual underpinning for 
efforts by lesbians and gays to 
reclaim a place within organized 
religion. 

The central thrust of his 
arguments on same-sex unions 
have circulated for some time 
now, largely among scholars, as 
he worked on the book. 
Publication has widened that 
circle, and the mention in 
Doonesbury has given it a level 
of public attention unheard of 
for a scholarly religious book 


containing citations in Arabic, 
Greek, Hebrew, Latin, and Old 
Church Slavonic. 

Boswell’s severe health 
problems have precluded inter¬ 
views, promotion of the book, 
and personal defense of the 
scholarship. 

The volume almost didn’t 
make it to press. “We believe 
somebody tried to sabotage the 
book: A spurious manuscript 
that neither Boswell nor I had 
even seen was, at one point, 
substituted for the real one. (We 
never figured out how,),” wrote 
editor Doug Stumpf in New 
York magazine. 

Conservative opponents sus¬ 
pect Boswell of engaging in 
“advocacy scholarship,” 
because he is gay. However, 
most have neither read the book 
nor studied the reference texts. 

Mel White, dean of the MCC 
Cathedral of Hope in Dallas and 
former ghost writer to religious 
extremists such as Jerry Falwell 
and Pat Robertson, explained 
the basis of the fundamentalists’ 
reaction: “That we [gays and 
lesbians] exist is bad enough, 
but that we would be married, 
with all of those rights, they find 
that the ultimate insult. 

“But some gays and lesbians 
are often just as hesitant as fun¬ 
damentalists to embrace the 
concept of gay marriage,” noted 
White. He thinks “the irony is 
just wonderful,” and is more 
intrigued by “how gay people: 
will handle this book.” ▼

Screening Study to Identify Qualified 
HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial 

Vlagene, Inc. is conducting a screening study to evaluate and Identify 40 qualified HIV-Infected individuals for a 
separate Gene Therapy treatment study.

Botanists Fear Loss of Wild 
Plants Equals Loss of AIDS Cure

FORT WORTH, Texas 
(UPI)—Botanists from around 
the world convened in Texas 
to plan the final stage of an 
inventory of plants in the 
Philippines, where undiscov¬ 
ered potential cures for AIDS 
and cancer are nearing extinc¬ 
tion. 

The Botanical Research In¬ 
stitute of Texas hosted a 
three-day workshop designed 
to “potentially save the declin¬ 
ing plant life of one of the 
most important places for 
plant diversity on our planet.” 

Scientists estimate that 
roughly 2,500 square miles of 
undisturbed forest remain in 
the Philippines, compared to 
about 40,000 square miles at 
the beginning of the century. 
Much of what is left is under 


assault. 

Institute director Dr. S.H. 
Sohmer said population 
growth, agriculture, logging 
and other industries continue 
to rob the Philippines of trees 
and plants, some of them 
nearing extinction. 

“Some of these endan¬ 
gered species could hold the 
secret to curing AIDS or oth¬ 
er diseases,” said Sohmer, 
noting that the project has al¬ 
ready screened hundreds of 
species for 60 types of cancer, 
as well as AIDS. 

The project sends a wide 
variety of leaves, root barbs 
and other plant parts to the 
National Cancer Institute in 
Bethesda, Maryland, for 
screening. Botanists in the 
Philippines are asked for 
samples of anything showing 
promise, Sohmer said. 


Collectors working under 
the direction of Dr. Domingo 
A. Madulid, chief of the 
botany division at the Philip¬ 
pine National Herbarium at 
Manila, scour the thousands 
of islands that make up the 
Philippines. 

“We’ve got to get out there 
in the forests that are still left, 
many of them unexplored, 
and collect and document 
what’s there,” said Madulid, 
noting that one species col¬ 
lected recently has caught the 
attention of NCI researchers. 

The NCI has asked for 
more samples of a fruit that 
comes from a small tree that 
grows in magnesium-rich soil 
on Palawan Island, Madulid 
said, noting that scientists are 
test screening it for as many 
as 30 types of cancer. T

B ill Clinton’s “AIDS czar,” Kristine Gebbie, has announced 
the government is prepared to produce a national television 
campaign specifically aimed at young gay and bisexual 
men. The new campaign - if it is produced, and produced 
well - would fill a significant gap in current AIDS/HIV 
education efforts. 

The last government-sponsored AIDS/HIV television campaign has 
been criticized for omitting all references to lesbians and gays, what¬ 
ever their age. Additionally, most HIV education programs designed 
for young persons routinely fail to address and affirm gay youth. 

Gebbie announced the new campaign on June 3, in public and press 
statements made during a visit to San Francisco. Certainly, the 
announced campaign will draw fire from right wing organizations that 
continue to use the disease to promote their homophobic “moral” 
agendas. Gebbie should be encouraged to act on her good intentions 
and get the new campaign on the airwaves as soon as possible.

The Good, the Bad and The “Straight White Guy” 

As usual, local media coverage of the San Francisco Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day Parade ranged from good to bad. At the good end, 
Channel 2 (KTVU) broadcast a relatively comprehensive piece on the 
parade, in a news segment that lasted about five minutes. During the 
same broadcast, KTVU did an additional piece on the Gay Games. 
Significantly, the station resisted dragging an “obligatory bigot” in 
front of the cameras to condemn the parade or games. 

KGO television (Channel 7) offered, reportedly, the worst Pride 
Day coverage by a television station. The 11:00 p.m. newscast didn’t 
mention the parade at all. Even though the newscast was shortened to 
15 minutes (because of a long movie that preceded it), the station still 
found time to cover the O. J. Simpson case, sports, a shooting in 
Oakland, and a spitting contest in Oregon. Apparently, Channel 7 
thinks spitting for dollars is more newsworthy than marching for pride. 

The San Francisco Chronicle featured a unique perspective on the 
parade. Columnist Jon Carroll signed up as safety monitor and report¬ 
ed his observations in a June 22 column, “Straight White Guy 
Promotes Safety.” Carroll effectively reported on aspects of the parade 
his “middle-aged heart” found “thrilling” and “moving.” Avoiding 
patronizing pitfalls, Carroll manages to convey an honest empathy for 
the lesbian/gay experience. He relates his insight into “otherness” and 
that uniquely queer capacity for cultural reclamation and transforma¬ 
tion.

The Essence Of Good Journalism 

The June 1994 issue of Essence magazine (which targets an 
African-American readership) features “Homophobia: Will it Divide 
Us?” a column by Nadine Smith, executive (lirector of the Florida 
Human Rights Task Force. Smith deftly examines the discouraging 
efforts by homophobic organizations that are “soliciting African- 
Americans to align themselves with right-wing whites against lesbians 
and gays of all colors.” That effort is typified by the hateful video Gay 
Rights, Special Rights, of which, as Smith notes, the Traditional 
Values Coalition “distributed tens of thousands of copies in black 
communities, mostly through our churches.” 

“The irony of this alliance,” Smith points out, “is that never before 
have right-wing organizations protested with African-Americans on 
issues of redlining, minority-business contracts, police brutality and 
economic redevelopment of the inner city.” Smith also writes of the 
sources of inspiration “in the midst of such vile discrimination,” such 
as the “unknown black lesbians and gays who joined other people of 
color at New York City’s Stonewall Inn in 1969 and refused to be 
hauled away by police. ...” 

“I hope the day will come when Black lesbians and gays won’t have 
to choose between fighting racism and homophobia,” Smith tells her 
readers, “The real battle begins back home when the far right comes to 
your neighborhood and your church and calls on you to march against 
your family members or friends who are lesbian or gay.”

FDA Approves Fourth 
Anti-Retroviral

WASHINGTON - The 
fourth treatment for advanced 
cases of HIV infection, Zerit, 
was approved for marketing by 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, the agency said 
Monday, June 27. 

Zerit, also known as stavu- 
dine, made by Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Co. of New York, was 
approved for use in patients who 
no longer respond or cannot tol¬ 
erate other anti-viral drugs. 

The FDA approved Zerit as 
part of a program that measures 
the effectiveness of drugs on the 
basis of what are called surro¬ 
gate markers rather than actual 
symptoms. 

When tested, patients on 
Zerit for 12 weeks showed an 
improved count of CD4 cells, 
which reflect the strength of the 
immune system. The CD4 
counts of patients on Zerit 
increased by 22 cells per milli¬ 


liter of blood, while the cell 
counts in patients on AZT 
dropped by 22 in the same 12- 
week period. 

A count of 1,000 or higher is 
considered normal. Patients in 
the trial had CD4 counts 
between 50 cells per milliliter 
and 500 cells per milliliter. 

Patients on Zerit continued to 
have better CD4 counts com¬ 
pared to patients on AZT for an 
80-week period, said Dr. 
Nicholas Hellmann, director of 
the company’s antiviral clinical 
research for Bristol-Myers 
Squibb. 

AZT is the most commonly 
prescribed anti-retroviral drug 
to fight acquired immune defi¬ 
ciency syndrome. 

“Stavudine is an important 
drug because it gives people 
with AIDS - and their doctors - 
another treatment option, when 
currently available drugs 
become less effective,” said 
FDA Commissioner David A. 
Kessler. 

Some 13,000 patients have 


enrolled for treatment with the 
drug since 1992. The company’s 
trial with Zerit continues, and 
will generate data on the success 
of the drug, not just the 
improvement of CD4 counts. 
Researchers hope the trial will 
show those improved counts 
will translate into improve 
health, prolong life, and reduce 
symptoms, Hellmann said. 

The drug is in the class of 
nucleoside analogs, which may 
slow progression of AIDS by 
inhibiting HIV replication. 

The drug is not a first-line 
agent, and normally would be 
prescribed after AZT is tried, 
Hellmann said. 

The wholesale cost of the 
drug will average out to $6.22 a 
day. Through the company’s 
temporary assistance program, 
Bristol-Myers Squibb will pro¬ 
vide the drug at no charge to 
patients who do not have private 
insurance or other sources of 
reimbursement and who do 
meet specific financial eligibili¬ 
ty criteria. ▼ 


Fauci Puts Full-Scale 
HIV Vaccine IVial on Hold 
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★ Chinese Herbs

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation’s top federal AIDS 
researcher decided Friday, June 
17 against expanding current 
research on two candidate vac¬ 
cines into full-scale trials to test 
efficacy. 

Dr. Anthony S. Fauci unex¬ 
pectedly issued his decision 
immediately following an over¬ 
whelming consensus by an 
advisory committee to wait for 
more compelling data on two 
vaccine candidates or the emer¬ 
gence of another candidate. 

The two candidate vaccines, 
both called gpl20 vaccines, 
came after the AIDS Research 
Advisory Committee deter¬ 
mined that data on the two vac¬ 
cines, now being tested in chim¬ 
panzees and on 500 people, was 
not convincing enough to merit 
large-scale human testing. 

A full test would involve up 
to 9,000 volunteers for 3 1/2 
years and cost between $9 mil¬ 
lion and $18 million annually. 

Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, had not 
been expected to decide on the 
recommendation until the next 
week. But he described the deci¬ 
sion as a “no-brainer.” 

He also said, “I don’t consid¬ 
er that a setback” on the search 
for a preventive vaccine. 

Researchers have known for 
some time, he said, about the 
vaccine’s weakness. 

An official of the institute 
said there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence the vaccines would be 
protection against infection, 
because blood serum taken from 
vaccinated people did not neu¬ 
tralize the virus in the test tube. 

But some AIDS researchers 
said the advisory committee put 
too much weight on those test- 



tube experiments and not 
enough to positive results from 
the experiments with the 
chimps, in which all five ani¬ 
mals that were vaccinated were 
protected against infection by a 
selected strain of the virus that 
grows in the animals. 

The two vaccines are made 
from the coat, or envelope, of 
the virus. The coat in theory 
would provoke an immune 
response in the vaccinated sub¬ 
jects that would protect them 
against infection by the virus. 

The two candidates were 


developed by Genentech Inc. of 
South San Francisco and 
Biocine Co. of Emeryville, 
California. 

Officials suggested that the 
next most promising vaccine 
candidate for large-scale human 
trial is made from pox viruses 
genetically engineered to 
express HIV proteins while 
remaining harmless. 

Fauci said officials would 
know in a year whether that vac¬ 
cine approach would be feasible 
for larger trial. It’s already being 
tested in small trials. ▼

SAN FRANCISCO - In a 
major step toward developing 
treatment, researchers report¬ 
ed they have uncovered the 
possible mechanism by which 
HIV causes dementia in in¬ 
fected children and adults. 

In laboratory tests with hu¬ 
man fetal cells, the University 
of California, San Francisco, 
scientists found a critical 
piece of the virus destroys 
brain cells by releasing toxic 
levels of inflammatory pro¬ 
teins called cytokines. 

The cytokines caused a no¬ 
ticeable deterioration in the 
fetal brain cells and, ultimate¬ 
ly, their death, said Dr. Allan 
Lau, associate professor of pe¬ 
diatrics and head of the study 
team. 

“We have found a possible 
mechanism for the develop¬ 
ment of AIDS dementia,” he 
said. “Understanding this pro¬ 
cess will allow us to develop 
a treatment to inhibit the tos,jc- 
ic effects of these inflammat 9 - 
ry cytokines.” 

At least 20 percent of 
PWAs suffer from dementia, 
experiencing memory loss, 
forgetfulness, difficulty con¬ 
centrating, and motor and 
sensory problems.

The doctors found treating 
fetal brain cells in a test-tube 
with a bioengineered version 
of GP120, a protein that 
forms the outer envelope of 
HIV, triggered the production 
of two cytokines, tumor 
necrosis factor, and inter¬ 
leukin-6. 

In a healthy individual. 


these cytokines help regulate 
immune function, defending 
the body from foreign in¬ 
vaders. However, too much of 
a good thing can have lethal 
consequences. 

“An overabundance of the 
cytokines turn out to be toxic 
to the brain. The cells under¬ 
go a gradual death,” Lau said. 

Four days after treatment, 
the cells underwent a series 
of abnormal changes, charac¬ 
teristic of a process known as 
programmed cell death in 
which cells gradually deterio¬ 
rate and die. y

Bright Prospects 

IL12, the New Immunomodulator 


by Dan Medynski 

Interleukin 12 (IL12), a 
newly discovered cytokine and 
immunomodulator, has finally 
moved off of the laboratory 
bench, out of the test tube, and 
into the clinics for test trials. 
Phase 1 clinical safety trials at 
San Francisco General Hospital 
and the UCLA Center for AIDS 


Research and Education were 
announced earlier this month 
and expected to commence 
soon. Some rather dramatic 
experimental results, reported in 
the scientific and medical press 
during the last three years, augur 
a significant role for this 
immunomodulator in the treat¬ 
ment of HIV-related disease. 

Last December, researchers 
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at the National Cancer Institute 
and the Genetics Institute, a 
biotech company based in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, dis¬ 
covered that when IL12 was 
added to white blood cells taken 
from HIV-positive asympto¬ 
matic individuals, the T-cells 
began to proliferate robustly, 
producing a critical T-cell 
growth factor, IL2, and an 
important anti-viral 

immunomodulator, interferon 
gamma (Science 262:1721-1724 
[1993]). In the absence of IL12, 
the cells were unresponsive. 

In contrast, IL12 did not aug¬ 
ment the response of white 
blood cells from HIV-negative 
donors; this suggests that the 
quantity of IL12 available in the 
serum of HIV-positive individu¬ 
als limits the desired immune 
response, whereas IL12 is not 
the limiting factor in HIV-nega¬ 
tive individuals. 

IL12 is normally produced 
by macrophages, white blood 
cells that synthesize and release 
an arsenal of cell mediators that 
stimulate T- and B-cell prolifer¬ 
ation, kill infected cells, and 
engulf bacteria and viruses. 

Two kinds of killer cells 

In addition to stimulating T- 
cells, IL12 also stimulates 
another type of immune cell - 
natural killer (NK) cells. NK 
cells are poorly understood 
immune cells that recognize and 
kill virus-infected target cells. 
Unlike killer (CD8+) cells, each 
of which is programmed to rec¬ 
ognize and kill cells infected 
with one particular type of virus, 
NK cells can recognize and kill 
cells infected with one of a wide 
variety of different viruses: they 
are nonspecific. 

NK cells from HIV-infected 
donors are significantly 
impaired in their ability to kill 
virus-infected cells relative to 
cells from healthy donors. The 
availability of IL12 in serum of 
HIV-infected individuals may 
limit the response. IL12 added 
to the cells elevates the response 
of NK cells of HIV-infected 
individuals to a level equal to or 
greater than the NK cells of 
healthy donors (Journal of 
Experimental Medicine 175: 
789-796 [1992]). 

In another study of NK cells, 
this one involving immunodefi- 
cient mice, it was demonstrated 
that injections of IL12 could 
block infection by Toxoplasma 
gondii (Journal of 

Experimental Medicine 175:789 
[1992]), a life-threatening 
opportunistic infection in AIDS 
patients. 

A study of 97 HIV-seronega¬ 
tive individuals who exhibited 
high risk behavior, including 
gay males with multiple sex 
partners and IV drug users, has 
revealed that 49 percent demon¬ 
strated a cell-mediated immune 
response to HIV viral proteins. 
Their T-cells proliferate when 
exposed to HIV proteins in lab¬ 
oratory studies. This does not 
mean these individuals were 
seroconverting to a positive sta¬ 
tus. In comparison, only two 
percent of 169 individuals who 
were HIV seronegative but not 
considered to be at high risk for 
HIV infection demonstrated this 
T-cell proliferation response 
(Science 260: 1270-1272 

[1993]). 

Apparently, the cell-mediat¬ 
ed immune response is a form of 


natural immunity that prevents 
HIV infection in exposed indi¬ 
viduals. 

Researchers have also 
learned that soon after HIV 
infection, the cell-mediated 
immune response dwindles and 
an antibody (humoral) immune 
response becomes dominant. 
When this occurs, the quantity 
and availability of IL12, and 
two other cytokines, IL2 and 
interferon gamma, drop. 

A considerable amount of 
evidence supports a hypothesis 
in which the cell-mediated 
immune response and the 
humoral immune response to a 
particular pathogen, like HIV, 
are mutually antagonistic. A 
simple way to think of this con-

cept is to visualize a branch 
point in immune decision mak¬ 
ing: the immune system can use 
one of two battle plans in fight¬ 
ing the infection, but not both. 
There is firm evidence to sup¬ 


port this hypothesis in other dis¬ 
eases, such as infection with the 
protozoan parasite, Leishmania 
major (Science 260: 496-497 
[1993]). 

Many scientists believe that 
HIV infection and many of its 
sequelae, including opportunis¬ 
tic infections with a sizeable 
number of micro-organismal 
species, are more effectively 
fought by the cell-mediated 
immunity “arm” of the immune 
system. Unfortunately, the 
immune response tends to go 
the other way in the natural 
course of HIV disease. 
Clinicians hope that IL12 will 
bolster the cell-mediated 
immune response and subdue 
the humoral immune response, 
thereby slowing the progression 
from asymptomatic infection to 
full-blown AIDS. 

IL12 could become an 
important accessory molecule 
used to boost the cell-mediated 
immune response of an HIV 
vaccine. Researchers have 
already demonstrated its utility 
in augmenting the cell mediated 
immune response of a vaccine 
for Leishmania major, a para¬ 
sitic protozoan. 

Clinical trials 

San Francisco General 
Hospital is enrolling subjects 
into IL12 clinical trials at this 
time. To qualify, individuals 
must have a CD4+ count 
between 300-500, be stabilized 
on anti-retroviral drugs, and be 
Hepatitis B virus-negative. A 
study for individuals with CD4+ 
counts between 100-300 already 
has a waiting list.

Numbers Games

T he Stonewall 

anniversary went off 
placidly from all that 
I can tell; the main¬ 
stream media reports 
that it was “less political” than 
last year’s March on 

Washington, which dispelled 
any lingering regrets I had about 
not going. There has, however, 
been even more than the usual 
dispute over how big the event 
was. The organizers claim “over 
a million,” while the NYPD 
insists that it wasn’t much over 
100,000. 

This is way too much of a 
spread to satisfy the standard 
movement measure set by the 
Law of Converging Halves. 
This rule establishes that the 
actual size of a demonstration 
will generally be about half of 
what the organizers say it is, but 
twice the number acknowledged 
by the local police. (In algebraic 
terms this is 1/2 x ORG 9^ 2 x 
COR) Thus last year’s March on 
Washington was calculated at 
1.2 million by the organizers 
and at 300,000 by the police. By 
the Law of Converging Halves, 
this works out to an actual atten¬ 
dance of around 600,000, which 
is far more plausible than either 
of the extreme estimates. 

This law, alas, apparently 
assumes a fair degree of neutral¬ 
ity on the part of the police, and 
there is reason to suspect that 
the NYPD was particularly 
offended by this demonstration 
and felt constrained to dish it 
more than usual. For one thing, 
although this has been politely 
glossed over as much as possi¬ 
ble, the Stonewall was an anti¬ 
police riot. The good guys were 
all those colorful drag queens, 
bull dykes and street gays; the 
heavies were the cops of the 
NYPD. Probably some of those 
cops are still around, perhaps 
even still on active duty, but not 
one of them has been sought out 
for his perspective on the 
“Bastille Day” of gay liberation. 

Twenty-five years after being 
driven out of the gay communi¬ 
ty by force, the NYPD had to 
tamely provide traffic control 
for a parade celebrating their 
past trashing. To add insult to 
injury. Mayor Giuliani of New 
York, a great hedger of bets and 
allegiances, appears to have for¬ 
bidden the cops permission to 
deal aggressively with the 
“unauthorized” AIDS activist 
march up Fifth Avenue. He cor¬ 
rectly calculated that even a lit¬ 
tle fracas on the anniversary day 


could stain his reputation. 

Now, if there’s one thing a 
cop hates more than a faggot, its 
permitless, law-breaking, 
AIDS-activist queers. Yet they 
had to stand back and let them 
stage “die-ins” on the steps of 
St. Pat’s Cathedral - on a 
Sunday, no less. The only 
revenge open to them is peev¬ 
ishly giving an extremely low- 
bailed estimate of the turnout, as 
if to say, “This wasn’t such a big 
deal.” 

Taking all such caveats into 
consideration, it is likely that 
600,000 or so attended/observed 
the Stonewall march. This is 
about the same as last year’s 
March on Washington, which

didn’t have the Gay Games and 
the New York City pride parade 
to swell its ranks. It’s a 
respectable sum, but not spec¬ 
tacular under the circumstances; 
a moderate riot of only a few 
thousand people would proba¬ 
bly have yielded comparable 
media coverage, but I suppose it 
would be much harder to sell the

marketing rights to such an 
event. 

One up, one down 

Last week an FDA commit¬ 
tee formally approved d4t (offi¬ 
cially known as “stavudine” and 
soon to be marketed by the 
catchy trade name “Zerit” ), and 
it should be on the shelves in a 
couple weeks. It earned this 
approval despite mediocre 
research results, and it’s a wel¬ 
come boost to those who feel 
that drugs should be approved 
on the basis of patient lab values 
(i.e., T-cell counts) without 


waiting for more concrete clini¬ 
cal evidence (e.g., improved 
survivorship, reduced oppor¬ 
tunistic infections). 

Stavudine was approved only 
for PWAs who’ve failed all the 
other available anti-virals (AZT, 
ddl, ddC), and follow-up studies 
were ordered as part of the 
“accelerated approval” process 
to monitor troubling side effects 
like peripheral neuropathy. 

The new drug will cost about 
$6 a day or just about the same 
as AZT. This “coincidence” 
demonstrates that the pricing of 
AIDS treatments has more to do 
with “whatever the market will 
bear” than it does with actual 
research and production costs. 

Around the same time last 
month, an FDA panel of 30 sci¬ 
entists unanimously recom¬ 
mended against continuing the 
funding of two large-budget 
AIDS vaccines with poor per¬ 
formance records. Just a few 
months ago, a different panel, 
but one with significant overlap 
with the current one, voted near¬ 
ly unanimously to support these 
projects. 

Between those two meetings, 
data was published showing that 
13 “subjects” in HIV vaccine 
trials had, despite their sup¬ 
posed protection, contracted the 
virus. This left the panelists in a 
bit of a bind. On the one hand, 
they didn’t want to admit that 
the most heavily touted “solu¬ 
tion” to AIDS had belly- 
flopped. On the other they were 
afraid of taking responsibility 
for throwing fifty million dol¬ 
lars of good money after the 
bad. It’s one thing to budget 
such big bucks for a project that 
“has promise” it’s yet failed to 
deliver; it’s another to pump 
money into a trial that’s pro¬ 
duced only negative results. 

The vaccines continue to suf¬ 
fer under “Heckler’s Curse.” In 
1984 President Reagan’s 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Maggie Heckler 
announced that she expected to 
have an AIDS vaccine ready for 
use by 1986. This absurd claim 
has haunted researchers ever 
since, and now it is hard to find 
one who promises any payoff 
during the current millennium. 
Watch the stock reports to see 
how this latest bad news 
impacts Chiron and Genentech, 
the Bay Area companies 
researching the recently dished 
vaccines.

The Founding Fathers’ True 
Intent May Surprise You

R eligion is a subject 
that has caused 
much dissent 
throughout history, 
and that was cer¬ 
tainly true during the time of 
the founding of our country. 
Keenly aware of the religious 
wars that took place in 
England and on the continent 
over the previous 200 years, 
America’s Founding Fathers 
were clear in their intent to 
protect this country from just 
such disasters. 

Those who claim - as Pat 
Robertson does, in his book 
New World Order - that in 
order to save America it must 
be restored to that Christian 
nation it once was, ignore the 
truth. The founding fathers 
specifically built into the 
Constitution a protection 
against the establishment of a 
state religion in the First 
Amendment. 

Instead, they envisioned a 
model government formed “in 
order to establish a more per¬ 
fect union” - a country free of 
the religious persecutions of 
the past. Many of them were 
deists, believing in God but 
not in the divinity of Jesus. 
Jefferson’s attitude was proba¬ 
bly typical when he said 
of the religious zealots of his 
time, “They believe that any 
portion of power confided to 
me will be exerted in opposi¬ 
tion to their schemes. And they 
believe rightly; for I have 
sworn upon the altar of God, 
eternal hostility against every 
form of tyranny over the mind 
of man.” 

Jefferson had reason for 
concern. Prior to the founding 
of the nation, in the Massachu¬ 
setts Bay Colony, the Puritans 
who had themselves fled 
England to avoid religious 
persecution had gone on to set 
up a theocracy that had result¬ 
ed in witch trials and other 
excesses of religious fervor. 
Roger Williams, driven out of 
Massachusetts because he 
called for greater religious 
freedom and tolerance, found¬ 
ed the colony of Rhode Island 
and established a policy of 
religious and political free¬ 
dom. Even so, with the estab¬ 
lishment of other settlements. 


disagreements over religion 
and politics weakened them. 
Williams proposed that the 
settlements unite for protec¬ 
tion, and a charter was formed 
under English law. The 
founders certainly had all that 
in mind when they framed the 
Constitution. 

Of course, the country does, 
in many ways, reflect its reli¬ 
gious heritage. Ironically, the 
moral principles that are most 
obviously a major part of gov¬ 
ernment policy - as seen in 
laws dealing with concern for 
the less fortunate and a gener¬ 



al spirit of inclusiveness - are 
the very ones the “New Right” 
forces, of which the religious 
right is but one component, 
are actively trying to scuttle in 
a movement called 
“Reconstructionism.” 

Leaders of the New Right 
include religious activists such 
as Jerry Falwell, Pat 
Robertson, Randall Terry, and 
Gary DeMar, who believes 
there is biblical justification to 
execute homosexuals; 

sociopolitical activists such as 
Phyllis Schlafly of the Eagle 
Forum and Bob Simmonds of 
Citizens for Excellence in 
Education (CEE); and political 
strategists such as Paul 
Weyrich and Richard Vigurie. 

The Reconstructionist 
belief system has moved into 
the political process because it 
promises to return America to 
a mythic “Golden Age” where 
people worked hard, went to 
church, respected authority, 
took pride in their jobs, and 
led upstanding moral lives. 

Religious revivalist move¬ 
ments are as old as history 
itself. In the United States in 
the early part of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, evangelicals actively 
opposed alcohol, the teaching 
of evolution, communism, and 
modernism. After the teaching 
of “Darwinism” was success¬ 
fully challenged in the Scopes 
Monkey Trial, fundamentalists 


felt secure that the educational 
system in the United States 
would be relatively free of 
experimental social influ¬ 
ences. 

In the 1960s, however, new 
programs and thinking ush¬ 
ered in a more liberal agenda. 
Prayer in public schools was 
challenged, evolution was 
taught in science classes, and 
abortion laws were overturned 
with Roe vs. Wade. To tradi¬ 
tionalists, uncomfortable with 
the concept of change, society 
seemed to be falling apart at 
the seams. Concerns about 
the spread of communism, 
overt homosexuality, “free 
love,” the women’s move¬ 
ment, pornography, as well as 
many other signs of the nation 
moving away from the conser¬ 
vative past into a more liberal 
era, galvanized traditionalists 
into a formidable voting bloc. 

In our democratic political 
arena, moral convictions can 
change the laws and social 
structure of the society, as 
illustrated in the civil rights 
legislation of the 1960s. 
However, to the dogmatist, 
change can be threatening. It’s 
reassuring to count on 
absolutes that remain constant 

- but often the only constant in 
life is change. Some who long 
for a simpler time often find 
the religious right and 
Reconstructionism appealing

Popper’s Digest,” unfortunately 
omitted two of my meds, and 
this tilted the balance of my 
daily intake in such a way as to 
de-emphasize the relative roles 
of “traditional” and “alterna¬ 
tive” treatments. The first is 
milk-thistle extract, sold under 
the trade name of “Liv-Clense.” 
It comes in little football-shaped 
pills that look as though they’re 
made out of pressed sawdust, 
but are actually pretty easy to 
take. It’s reputed to be a liver 
tonic, and although there’s little 
solid documentation of its 
virtues, it has a good anecdotal 


reputation. I take two a day, in 
my “morning dose,” along with 
my Resist and d4t. 

The other pill is NAC (for N- 
acetyl cysteine), which the label 
simply calls “an anti-oxidant.” 
Some believe that anti-oxidants, 
like NAC and vitamin C, help 
clear the blood of “free radicals” 
and toxic cytokines. According 
to another theory, NAC breaks 
down into glutathione, a vital 
cellular component known to be 
deficient in PWAs. 1 take two of 
these a day, one each with my 
“midday” and”evening” doses. 

Both milk thistle and NAC 
are, according to FDA regula¬ 
tions, “food supplements” rather 
than drugs or vitamins, by 
which the FDA means to imply 


that they are too weak to require 
strict regulation. Both are fairly 
cheap, largely unproven and 
have no side effects whatsoever. 
This is important when your 
liver and other vital organs are 
already being swamped by del¬ 
uges of toxic pharmaceuticals. 

Between them these two sup¬ 
plements add four pills to my 
standard daily intake, boosting 
it up to 37 (from the previouslv 
reported 33). It breaks dow.. 

17 “traditional” pharmaceuti¬ 
cals (e.g., anti-virals, antibi¬ 
otics) plus 20 “alternative” food 
supple-ments/anti-oxidants/vit- 
amins. However you classify 
this plethora of pills, it sure 
takes a heck of a dop kit to hold 
a couple of days’ supply. ▼

G o Fish is a wonderful, won¬ 
derful, wonderful film. If 
you don’t believe me, throw 
this paper down and go see 
for yourself. 

Hype is so horrible and most 
movies are so grotesquely overrated - so 
let me just say, calling this film Birth of a 
Lesbian Nation would’ve been an under¬ 
statement. In the words of Abraham 
Lincoln, “The world will little note nor 
long remember what we say here, but it 
can never forget what they did here.” And 
just what was that? 

These girls have made a fucking 
fabulous film. What girls? Or do I mean 
women? No, I mean dyke director Rose 
Troche and dyke star Guinevere Turner, 
who also co-produced and co-wrote the 
feature. 

What’s it about? It’s about us. You 
and me and our ex-girlfriends and our 
roommates and our cats. We are up there, 
onscreen, doing what we do best: flirting,

oug Sadownick is 
the new kid on 
the literary block.

The following is an 
interview between writer 
Felice Picano and Mr. 
Sadownick. 


Felice Picano: Sacred 
Lips of the Bronx is your first 
book and it’s totally gay. As 
well, you’re presenting your¬ 
self and being presented by 
your publisher as a totally 
gay author. Did you ever think 
to do it another way? 

Doug Sadownick: It 
never occurred to me. I’ve 
been a gay journalist covering 
the gay community for years 
now. I have no problem ^ing 
seen as a ghetto writer. In fact, 
I think it’s sort of the basic 
gift that your group, the Violet 
Quill, provided us with. That 
is, a place where homosexual¬ 


ity is both taken for granted 
and highly identifiable. 

Aren’t you afraid it will 
limit your audience? 

It’s actually a benefit to 
a writer to have a specific 
audience. There’s an integrity 
in identifying your audience, 
and developing your commu¬ 
nity. I think it’s time that Gay 
Literature be seen as analo¬ 
gous to Jewish literature and 
the way that Jewish literature 
of the late ’60’s elucidated the 
way all Americans lived. I 
don’t think that’s happened 
yet for gay lit because we 
write about sex and sexuality 
as central to our lives, and 
that unfortunately seems like 
an arrogant disregard to the 
straight audience. But that’s 
their problem. 

But there are writers 
who don’t write about gay 
sex, writers who write about 
every aspect of gay life except 
that. You could have done 
that? 

I think there’s a real 
hypocrisy there, because I 
think we’re living in a time 
where the phallus and the 


relationship of Eros in our 
lives is not yet understood. 
We’re at a moment of great 
confusion, where Pandora’s 
box has been opened, Eros 
has emerged, we’ve explored, 
we’ve had a field day with 
this power and then all of a 
sudden we’ve had to pull the 
reins in on that power. And 
the place that the erotic has in 
gay life is not certain. But it’s 
big. You talk to any gay man, 
and he’ll talk about love and 
romance and sex. And I 
couldn’t present gay life any 
other way. . . in fact, some 
non-gay readers of the novel, 
found the sex in it to be 
pornographic, which to me is 
a great honor. It got ’em hard. 
Maybe they even wanked off. 

In Sacred Lips you 
write about gay life in two 
periods of time: the ’70 s and 
now; in two places, the Bronx 
and Los Angeles; and about 
three minorities, gays, Puerto 
Ricans, and Jews. What made 
you take on so much right 
away? 

I could I have just writ¬ 
ten the Bronx story, which 
was very compelling to me, in

Brazilian. 

Both parts of The 
Exchange Show, which will 
combine and travel to the 
Museum of Modem Art in Rio, 
are part of a larger Brazilian 
Cultural Festival at Yerba 
Buena. A collection of 
Contemporary Brazilian 

Photography, including masters 
Mario Cravo Neto and 
Sebastiao Salgado, fills the 
Fomm. Brazilian actress Denise 
Stoklos performed Mary Stuart 
in the Theater. And daily pro¬ 
grams of Brazilian film and 
video continue, free of charge, 
in the Media Screening Room 
through July 3. But the whole 
she-bang is almost upstaged by 
a room-sized installation by 
street artist Barry McGee, who 
recently returned from a six- 
month residency in Sao Paolo. 

McGee is well-known by 
his tagging name Twist, under 
which he is responsible for 
some of the best public art in SF. 
His eggheads and giant screws 
are familiar to anyone who has 
kept eyes open to local graffiti 
art; he animated the temporary 
walls around Yerba Buena when 
it was just a hole in the ground. 

McGee has always 
shown a degree of classical art 
training along with a tme spray- 
paint artist’s verve. The installa¬ 
tion in Gallery 1, his first solo 
show, is hands down the best 
use of that space in the Center’s 
brief history. McGee’s familiar 
figures fill the gallery’s high 
walls, the first time the muse¬ 
um’s imperial architecture has 
been made to serve art, rather 
than overwhelm it. On one wall 
a giant Buddha looms; on 
another, various urban objects - 
a syringe, a gun, pills - form a 
rebus-like tableau. The artist 
says that the installation is auto¬ 
biographical, reflective of his 
time in Brazil. 

Feels like Brazil 

Everything comes back 
to Brazil. It was a great week to 
be back on the art beat, with 
South America in the very air. A 
Brazilian Books Exhibit at City 
Hall closes tomorrow, July 1. I 
quaffed yummy Brahmas, a 
Brazilian pilsener, at the 
Meridian opening.

F or the sports-minded, 
Brazil scored big in 
recent days when its 
soccer team trounced 
competitors in the 
World Cup games at Stanford. 
To art-lovers, the Brazilians are 
making another big impression 
with the opening of two exhibi¬ 
tions featuring the work of six 
Rio de Janeiro artists along with 
six San Francisco artists. The 
coupling of artistic talents from 
Rio and SF is inspired. Both 
cities have cosmopolitan flair 
and open-minded citizens who 
take a certain delight in sensual 
display. 

You can see this shared 
urban character in the work col¬ 
lected in these shows. The 
Exchange Show: Twelve 

Painters from San Francisco 
and Rio de Janeiro at Center for 
the Arts exhibits paintings, 
while The Drawing Exchange 
at Meridian Gallery shows 
drawings by the same artists. 
Works in both oils and graphite 
evince a brash confidence in 
line and illustration. Stand-outs 
among the Brazilians include 
Victor Arruda, whose abstracted 
interiors prominently feature 
nude male figures, and Chico 
Cunha, who offers subtle 
schematic landscapes, a sort of 
poetic cartography. Top-rate 
American artists include Oliver 
Jackson, showing brilliant 
Kandinskian all-over paintings, 
and that wizard of the pencil 
line, William T. Wiley. Wiley 
contributes the show’s signature 
image, a characteristically com¬ 
plex and overworked amalga¬ 
mation of watercolor and 
graphite on paper.

Chatting with Fiimmakers Troche & Turner 


The ‘Go Fish’ Story 


by Erin Blackwell 

o-producers and 
writers Rose Troche 
and Guinevere 
Turner started their 
film Go Fish as 
lovers and finished it as friends. 
In the midst of filming, there 
was the break-up, which Turner 
describes as “horrible.” When 
director Troche left the apart¬ 


ment they’d shared, she couldn’t 
even take her things, because 
they were “part of the set.” And 
Turner, who also stars, couldn’t 
move out until filming was 
completed. This emotional fall¬ 
out is nowhere visible in the fin¬ 
ished product, which remains a 
breezy celebration of falling in 
love, lesbian-style. 

If emotions couldn’t stop 


these two dykes from Chicago, 
neither could money. Troche, 
30, was working at the 
University of Illinois (in the 
library), where she graduated in 
filmmaking. Turner, 26, traded 
in a more laid-back temp exis¬ 
tence for a “stupid corporate 
job,” which contributed not only 
a better paycheck but office 
perks. When they weren’t work- 
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ing, they were filming. Two- 
thirds of the way through, 
strapped for funds, they sent a 
letter to Christine Vachon, pro¬ 
ducer of the queer cinema mile¬ 
stones, Poison and Swoon. In 
the “25 minutes of scenes on 
videotape,” Vachon perceived a 
dyke film with a difference: one 
that “assumes dyke spaces from 
the beginning, in which nobody 
comes out, that’s about women 
doing what they do.” Also visi¬ 
ble to Vachon was a “funny, 
smart, visual style.” 

Vachon said that while 
initially she couldn’t even get 
the film “arrested,” thanks to 
Claire of the Moon’s perfor¬ 
mance at the lesbian box office, 
people started returning her 
calls. John Pierson of Islet 
stepped in with the completion 
financing. In January of this 
year. Go Fish was a hit at the 
Sundance Festival. That’s where 
Samuel Goldwyn purchased the 
distribution rights and “life 
changed” for Troche and 
Turner. Sheroes in their own 
community, they are now adapt¬ 
ing to the rewards and chal¬ 
lenges of becoming a “crossover 
success.” In town for the 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival, 
they gave an interview the way 
they made their film: as a play¬ 
ful, teasing, thoughtful and seri¬ 
ous collaboration. 

EB What made you think 
you could make this fdm? 

RT: Stupidity. 

GT: Naivete. 

RT: Ignorance. And a real 
commitment that “I want to see 
a film like this out there.” It’s 
the most sincere little project 
that got big. And not only for us, 
but everyone else who worked 
on it. 

GT: There are two 


women who actually said, at the 
end of the whole experience, 
“I’m a lesbian.” 

Can you describe the 
process of writing and direct¬ 
ing? 

RT & GT: We wrote the 
whole movie together. 

I thought Guin was the writer. 

RT: That’s because she 
identifies herself as a writer. 
And Guin is responsible for 
what I think is the finest writing 
in the film, the voice-overs, 
which are very dependent on 
words. The opening, which I 
just really love, because I think 
it’s sweet. 

GT: And then the wed¬ 
ding one and then the final one: 
“The girl is out there.” 

That’s so sweet. It’s like 
this lesbian promotional 
announcement. 

RT: It is! It is! I love that. 
What makes you think that peo¬ 
ple want to see this kind of 
“experimental” filmmaking? 

Why couldn’t you just put 
the camera somewhere and 
leave it there? 

RT: Because people are 
more savvy than that. And if 
people don’t want to see that 
sort of a film, listen, there are 
plenty of other films out there 
you can pay $7.50 to see. I think 
people are ready to see things 
that aren’t just traditional narra¬ 
tive. And that’s my background 
in filmmaking - I really had to 
hold myself down for this film - 
experimental filmmaking. 

Can you articulate the 
film's lesbian aesthetic?

Fish is fun. This film represents 
a lot of intelligence at work in 
the interest of lesbian pleasure. 
And goddess knows, there is no 
pleasure like lesbian pleasure. 

Limning a lesbian 
universe 

I take it back. This isn’t a 
movie; it’s 20 movies. The core 
story, the improbable romance 
of Max and Ely, is continually 
interrupted by the comings and 
goings of roommates and their 
lovers. The straight narrative 
line is thus deviated from, so 
that the story can explore its 
own margins. Like good sex, 
this film takes a teasing long 
time to reach climax. In the 
meantime, fascinating detours 
from the throughline evoke the 
emotional, spiritual and political 
landscape in which the lovers 
move - aka the dyke communi¬ 
ty- 

That’s what’s so amaz¬ 
ing: Max and Ely inhabit a les¬ 
bian universe. They’re not 
alone: they have friends. 
They’re not more important 
than their friends, nor are they 
fundamentally different. 
They’re just two unexceptional 
people who fall in love - and 
not until, in the manner of a 
Shakespearean duo, they’re 
tricked and cajoled into it. The 
sense of romantic or tragic des¬ 
tiny - and with it, the sense of 
helplessness in love - is utterly 
lacking. Max and Ely are free 
agents: they can either pursue or 
deny their potential for love. 
Their roommates and friends

are there - a sexier, sassier ver¬ 
sion of the angels in Wings of 
Desire - to give the awkward 
pair those needed nudges in the 
love direction. 

The moral of the story? 
Not only is gender a social con¬ 
struct, as is demonstrated by 
Ely’s pivotal haircut, but love is 
a group activity, as the climactic 
dinner party proves. In other 
words, it could happen to you - 
it could happen to me - it could 


happen to you and me! With a 
little help from our friends. All 
we have to do is Go Fish.

RT: The point of its being 
in black and white, the kind of 
clothes that people wear, the 
kind of haircuts they have, 
everything. 

GT: Also, the story is not 
a car chase, it is not a drama - 
which is not to say that we don’t 
get in cars and chase each other, 
or that we’re not exciting. But it 
has that sort of insular, interac¬ 
tive feeling that to me is char¬ 
acteristic of lesbian relation¬ 
ships, friendships and lovers. 
It’s so intimate and familiar, in 
the way that boundaries from 
friends and lovers can be very 
fuzzy. To me, that is very much 
part of a lesbian aesthetic, or a 
reality of lesbian living. 

RT: There’s no way of 
separating a lesbian sensibility 
and myself as a filmmaker. I 
can’t leave what has been, for 
almost ten years now, the cul¬ 
ture that I come from. I physi¬ 
cally look different now, as a 
lesbian, than I did when I con¬ 
sidered myself heterosexual. 
My queerness determined a cer¬ 
tain sensibility. 

But that doesn’t always trans¬ 
late into a person’s art. That’s 
what makes a difference, when 
it just permeates the work. 

RT: That was our com¬ 
mitment: to make a lesbian enti¬ 
ty. And to really place every¬ 
thing that we were as lesbians 
into this. 

What were you hoping this fUm 
would do for a lesbian audi¬ 


ence? 


RT: Make them happy. 
Stop taking it away at the end. 
So many films promise you, 
promise you, then, “Fooled you 
again! Made you pay $7.50.’’ 
We were just like, “No shame, 
no guilt, please, thank you.” It’s 
like, “Be happy you’re a dyke 
and go out and get yourself 
fucked.” It’s so vulgar, in a way, 
but it is just that. It’s supposed 
to make you all happy. Make 
you feel cool and superior. 

GT: And that you’re in a 
special club. Also, we both real¬ 
ly hope that the widespread 
nature of the release will allow 
young women to see it and 
make it easier for them. 

RT: For me, personally, if 
I saw a film like this, at a 
younger age - it helps so much, 
so much more than we even 
want to think it does. That’s all I 
was looking for, when I was try¬ 
ing to come out, were images. I 
was so lost. 

What was your reaction 
to Sam Goldwyn picking up the 
film? 


RT: I remember the night 
that I found out. I just was like, 
“Can’t deal.” I went to bed. 

GT: We looked at each 
other and went, “Is this really 
our lives?” Like, “How the fuck 
did we get here?” I still have 
that feeling.

Goggin mounted a show, 
invited Smith and others to par¬ 
ticipate, hired a cast, and The 
Nunsense Story opened at the 
Duplex in Greenwich Village. 
The show was immediately suc¬ 
cessful, so Goggin reworked it 
for a reopening at the Douglas 
Fairbanks Theatre on 42nd 
Street where it’s been playing 
ever since. Since then, 
Nunsense has received over 
2,000 different productions in 
12 languages, including a suc¬ 
cessful run here in San 
Francisco in 1987-88. Although 
Nunsense 2 has yet to play the 
Big Apple, it has received 600 
bookings so far and may equal 
the success of its predecessor. 

“This is definitely a 
sequel,’’ says Smith. “The sis¬ 
ters are so excited that their 
original show, a benefit, was so 
successful that they put on 
another one as a thank you to 
their audience. The same wacky 
characters return to the stage to

express their appreciation and 
share their talents at the gymna¬ 
sium of the Mount St. Helens 
School in Hoboken, New 
Jersey.’’ 

Coming out interview 

For Terri White, this 
interview is a coming out of 
sorts. “I’m outing myself in my 
home town,” she admits. Bom 
and raised in Palo Alto, White 
was more interested in horse¬ 
back riding than performing, 
despite the fact that she comes 
from a family of musicians. But 
she did try her hand at acting in 
high school, where she was cast 
in a number of musicals. 

“I got angry in The Sound 
of Music," she explains. “I was 
cast as one of the nuns, but I 
thought I could do better than 
the actress playing Mother 
Superior. In a production of 
Pajama Game, I thought I 
could play Mabel. So I went on 
to prove it. I went to 
Broadway.” 

White’s credits include 
Cy Coleman’s Welcome to the 
Club and Barnum, Ain’t 
Misbehavin’ and Bubblin’ 
Brown Sugar. She has per¬ 
formed in concert with Liza 
Minnelli and played Sister Mary 
Hubert in the A&E production 
of Nunsense. 

However, being a lesbian 
performer in show business has 
not always been easy. “I find it 
very hard to maintain a relation¬ 
ship in this business,” White 
says. “I’ve gained recognition, 
so I can’t always be open about 
my sexuality. There are situa¬ 
tions in the show business world 
that I can’t always go to with my 
lover because it’s not politically 
correct. And that’s stressful.” 

It is disconcerting to 
know that in a profession so 
inundated with gay men that 
such prejudice still holds sway, 
but White explains. “There is 
this sensibility that one good 


man will turn you around. Well, 
I’ve been there and done that. I 
was married. I had a child. But I 
prefer women.” 

The prejudice is so strong 
that she recalls being “blacklist¬ 
ed” in 1981. “An ‘ex’ of mine 
got hold of my phone book and 
called some major people - 
directors, producers and agents 
- to tell them I was gay. It was 
so bad I had to leave New York 
for seven years. I did theater 
elsewhere.” 

It was during that time 
that White started playing Sister 
Mary Hubert in Rochester, New

York. “I had just picked up 
Breaking the Silence, the book 
about lesbian nuns. Then I got 
the call to do Nunsense a week 
later,” she muses. She’s been 
involved in productions of the 
show ever since. 

White currently lives in 
New York, except for her tem¬ 
porary relocation to San 
Francisco with her current lover, 
and sometimes can be found 
tending bar “to keep in touch 
with the gay community.” So 
don’t be surprised if you’re out 
on the town and the new bar¬ 
tender at your favorite club 
orders you to spit out your gum. 
It’s just Sister Mary Hubert’s 
alter ego, Terri White, doing a 
little plug for Nunsense 2. T

Meg Mackay’s ‘So Many People’ 

Class Act

Meg Mackay 
So Many People 
On Stage Music 

S an Francisco singer 
and actress Meg 
Mackay has a voice 
that could be compared 
to many wonderful 
things. Her husband Billy 
Philadelphia, who is also her 
producer and accompanist, says 
the voice is like chocolate, 
which is a vivid, accurate com¬ 
parison. To stretch the simile 
even further, Mackay’s voice is 
really more of a robust cabernet 
sauvignon. From the first exhil¬ 
arating sip, to the warm after¬ 
glow, Mackay’s voice conjures a 
full spectrum of emotions and 
crafts an aural cushion to sooth, 
caress and relax her listener. 

After making a name for 
herself in the Bay Area with 
well-received performances in 
productions such as Beach 
Blanket Babylon, And What,

Give Up Show Biz? (the origi¬ 
nal version) and, most recently, 
in the Theatreworks production 
of the Kander and Ebb revue 
The World Goes 'Round, 
Mackay makes her recording 
debut with the glorious So Many 
People. 

To define the kind of 
singer Mackay is can be as diffi¬ 
cult as trying to define the rich¬ 
ness of her voice. You could call 
her a cabaret singer, and you’d 
be partly right. The intimacy she 
creates with each song is beauti¬ 
fully suited to a dark, smoky 
boite. But Mackay is also part 
jazz singer with a knack for 
putting a stylish, rhythmic spin 
on a number. To further compli¬ 
cate -the mix, Mackay is also an 
excellent singing actor. The 
variety of tones, she can express 
in a lyric - whether in a show 
tune, a pop standard or a new 


song written by a local - is tes¬ 
tament to her skill as a dramatic 
interpreter. 

For such a vibrant live 
performer, Mackay comes 
across amazingly well on CD. 
This can be attributed partly to 
her finely honed talent and part¬ 
ly to the way her CD was 
recorded. Producer 

Philadelphia and mixer David 
Luke captured the vocals and 
the accompaniment by San 
Francisco musicians Larry 
Dunlap (piano when 
Philadelphia isn’t playing). 
Dean Reilly (bass) and Vince 
Lateano (drums) live during 
one six-hour session. There are 
virtually no edits, overdubs or 
post-mixing. There is not a syn¬ 
thetic moment on So Many 
People, and you can feel it. 

Given the proper technol¬ 
ogy to capture her essence as a 
singer, Mackay has filled her 
debut with a stirring mix of 
songs. Longtime Mackay fans 
will delight in the fact that she 
has finally recorded her version 
of “Spring Can Really Hang 
You Up the Most.” This oft- 
recorded bit of melancholy has 
rarely enjoyed such a spirited 
interpretation. It’s sad, but 
Mackay’s triumph with the song 
is in the complete absence of 
self-pity. 

Mackay has also pre¬ 
served three of her perfor¬ 
mances featured in the show 
Stardust, a revue honoring lyri¬ 
cist Mitchell Parish that she 
appeared in both here and in Los 
Angeles. “Stardust” is most 
closely associated with Nat 
King Cole’s hit version, but 
Mackay’s mostly a cappella ren¬ 
dition gives new focus to 
Parish’s haunting lyrics. The 
jazzy “Sophisticated Lady” and 
the never-before recorded waltz 
“A Little Bit Older” also feature 
Mackay’s shimmering reading 
of Parish’s elegant, romantic 
lyrics. 

Mature approach 

One of the chief pleasures of lis¬ 
tening to Meg Mackay, aside 
from her unique instrument, is 
her maturity. When she sings a 
love song like “With Every 
Breath I Take” from the Cy 
Coleman-David Zippel 

Broadway show City of Angels, 
you believe what the voice is 
telling you. This is a voice of

experience - a little world- 
weary, a little cynical perhaps, 
but never without a glimmer of 
hope. Nowhere is this more 
apparent than on the CD’s stand 
out track, “Someone Else’s 
Story,” a narrative ballad writ¬ 
ten by Tim Rice and Bjorn 
Ulveaus and Benny Anderson 
(of Abba fame) for the 
Broadway version of their musi¬ 
cal Chess. With a slow, emo¬ 


tional build-up to the song’s big¬ 
voiced climax, Mackay is so 
emotionally assured, so instinc¬ 
tively on-track she gives the 
song more nuance and more 
shades of meaning than it ever 
had on Broadway. 

There are many more 
pleasures to be found on So 
Many People, including the 
saucy samba version of Stephen 
Sondheim’s title tune. The play¬ 


ful “Caught a Touch of Your 
Love,” and the eternally happy 
“I’m In Love with a Wonderful 
Guy,” are the album’s only real 
lighthearted offerings, but even 
amid the low-key sadness of 
love gone wrong, it is a pleasure 
to welcome a singer of 
Mackay’s caliber to the world of 
recording divas. ▼

part because I barely escaped it, 
and partly to get a better sense 
of what AIDS was going to be in 
my life, but more because my 
family wouldn’t let me breathe. 
I had this overbearing, dysfunc¬ 
tional Jewish family that had 
raised me to be a shining star. 
During the process of my com¬ 
ing out I became very public 
about my being gay - and I very 
much believe that one of the 
most effective things that gay 
people can do is to be public 
about our coming out - and my 
family simply couldn’t under¬ 
stand that. 

You came out while you 


were still living with your family 
in New York? 

I’d left and gone to 
Columbia University. I was liv¬ 
ing on campus. And, of course, 
once I got there, I promptly 
came out. I got support from 
The Gay Students Union at 
Columbia, and from a lot of gay 
people there. Naturally, my par¬ 
ents couldn’t understand why 
I’d want to live on campus. 
They’d expected I’d live at 
home. 

What did you do that was 
public about being gay? 

The thing I did that was 
the most public was that I 
refused to not talk about being 
gay. Also after a while, I began 



to look different. I had been an 
overweight little Jewish neb- 
bish, eating his mother’s bad 
cooking. Suddenly I lost thirty 
pounds, I began going to the 
gym, I dressed to show off my 
new body, I began wearing gay¬ 
positive buttons. Because I was 
still a nice Jewish boy at heart, I 
went home every weekend look¬ 
ing like this, being to my fami¬ 
ly’s mind not only publicly gay 
but also strident about it. 

What did they do? Hide 
you from the rest of the family? 

Absolutely! And natural¬ 
ly, I was not allowed to bring 
home the man I was seeing. It 
was particularly galling to me 
because I was the one real Jew 
in this large, extended, tightly 
knit family. My grandmother 
and grandfather had sort of 
passed the religious gauntlet to 
me, because I had demonstrated 
such interest in it. In fact, my 
analysis of this now is that I 
found refuge from my homo- 
phobic family life and Little 
League and all that stuff, by 
spending time with my dodder¬ 
ing old Jewish grandparents, 
who on occasion would yell at 
my father and even hit him, say¬ 
ing “What are you. Hitler?” for 
him making me play softball. 

So there you were, a good 
little Yeshiva boy, which in your 
grandparents’ minds was the 
best you could be? And this put 
you at a disadvantage? 

Sure, because being reli¬ 
giously observant was perceived 
by my American-assimilated 
parents as weird. It was so 
offensive to them. They were 
already so shamed by being 
Jewish that any kind of standing 



out because of it was even 
worse. This is quite common 
among blue-collar, working- 
class immigrants. Sometimes I 
think my main interest in 
Judaism was sublimated homo¬ 
sexuality. It was a form of cre¬ 
ativity missing from the rest of 
my life. 

What have been the 
responses to the double-stories 
of your novel? 

People find it “ambi¬ 
tious” - there’s always a level of 
judgment or resentment in the 
use of that word. The dominant 
criticism is that the Bronx mate¬ 
rial works better than the LA 
material. And that if I’d stuck 
with that it would have been a 
better book. 

/ disagree. While that’s an 
interesting story, it’s real 
strength is how it is comple¬ 
mented by and even subsumed 
into the LA story. 

In gay lit, there’s a very 
successful thing happening 
where gay writers go to a small 
precise slice of life and repre¬ 
sent what has not been fully rep¬ 
resented before - what it means 
to live fully as gay people. I was 
interested in saying that in addi¬ 
tion to that “slice of life,” there’s 
other voices and other realities 
that impose themselves. And we 
don’t often get this mixture in 
gay literature with its emphasis 
on tight tone and style and for¬ 
mal restraint... also I wanted to 
suggest Mikey and Robert are 
miserable in their life in LA, 
that it’s not enough for them. 
They’ve forgotten who they are 
and they need help. The white¬ 
ness of their situation is very 
limiting for them. Robert does¬ 
n’t see this and goes deeper into 
whiteness, with his WASPy 
boyfriend. But for Mikey to 


assimilate into white gay life - 
including but not limited to 
Robert - is not enough for him. 
Not with his background, not 
with his needs. 

Have people compared 
the character Robert - the AIDS 
activist and performance artist 

- to your companion, Tim 
Miller? 

Is this autobiography or 
not? It is and it isn’t. There are 
some places where the charac¬ 
ters in the novel share a shell 
with real people, but not entire 
lives or inner lives. Robert in the 
novel is much more simplistic 
than Tim is. For example, if Tim 
and I have outside relationships 

- Tim’s reaction is always much 
more mature and rich than 
Robert’s would-be. For Mikey 
and Robert, in the book, his out¬ 
side relationship dooms and 
destroys their affair. 

That’s something gay men 

- especially of a younger gener¬ 
ation than my own - won’t usu¬ 
ally even admit: open relation¬ 
ships. 

Well, Tim and I are 
together twelve years now 
because we’re not monoga¬ 
mous. In fact, for a while back 
there, monogamy was killing 
our relationship. There’s this 
odd notion in gay life that 
there’s a scarcity of love and 
desire and if you use it all up on 
a third person, you won’t have 
enough for your primary lover. 
As opposed to the real idea that 
love is love and the more you 
have, the more love there is for 
everyone. Of course, you have 
to work through the ideas of 
jealousy and envy and even the 
idea of feeling abandoned, but 
they can be worked through. 
After you cycle through them 
once it becomes a lot easier. T

Forrest’s Flashpoint

F lash point is the tem¬ 
perature at which an 
inflammable material 
will flash in air. For 
Katherine V. Forrest, 
the lesbian and gay community 
flashed in air on September 29, 
1991, the day Governor Pete 
Wilson announced his veto of 
Assembly Bill 101, which would 
have outlawed job discrimina¬ 
tion against homosexuals. 

With a precision worthy of 
Agatha Christie, Forrest’s 
Flashpoint assembles a cast of 
characters in a remote cabin in 
the San Bernardino mountains, 
near Crestline. They’re there 
because the book’s catalytic cen¬ 
tral character, Donnelly, has 
asked them to come. They’re 
there because this gay activist 
once raised their political con¬ 
sciousness and they either were, 
or still are, in love with her. 
While they wait by the radio for 
Wilson to betray their communi¬ 
ty, hoping in their liberal hearts 
he won’t, they can’t help think¬ 
ing about their gay lives in, out 
and around the closet. 

This ambitious novel weaves 
together the stories of old butch 
Pat Decker, thirtysomething golf 
pro Averill Calder Harmon, 
upwardly mobile Chicana 
Querida Quemada and gay pub¬ 
lisher Bradley Jones. Pat’s single, 
Averill’s got a girlfriend, Querida 
is Donnelly’s current squeeze, 
and Bradley’s got a black 
boyfriend. Between them, they 
represent a range of homosexual 


experience. 

Periiaps because they’re the 
oldest, Pat’s and Bradley’s stories 
of furtive sex and lost profession¬ 
al battles are the most grotesque, 
painful and unforgivable. 
Beyond the guilt felt by the indi¬ 
vidual characters about the false 
choices forced on them by homo¬ 
phobia, external or internalized, 
the book’s condemnation of the 
closet is clear. As Donnelly puts 
it, “The closet suffocates every¬ 
body in it. The closet is death.” 

The only real cure for the 
closet, according to Donnelly, is 
gay rights. And since Wilson is 
vetoing AB 101, this charismatic 
woman is asking those nearest 
and dearest to her to seize those 
rights by coming out, regardless 
of the professional or personal 
cost. Guess who refuses? 

The static nature of the expo¬ 
sition by which each character 
presents her/his life story for the 
reader’s perusal is eventually 
transformed into emotional 
momentum by the sheer weight 
of the injustice done to these peo¬ 
ple’s lives by anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation. Forrest’s equation is 
clear: the condensed mass misery 
of lives in the closet can and will 
blossom into the overwhelming 
outpouring of creative energy 
called gay and lesbian pride. 

This isn’t just wishful thinking; 
it’s the inevitable result of apply¬ 
ing the concept of civil rights to 
lesbians and gays. These aren’t 
special rights; that’s the American 
way. Forrest’s earnest integrity 
informs eveiy sentence. If only 
Jesse Helms could read. ▼

Ear Candy

Sonic Youth 
Experimental Jet Set 
Trash and No Star 
DGC 

T his is not the Sonic 
Youth record you 
were expecting. On 
this, their eighth 
release, the noisy 
New York art rockers exchange 
their trademark feedback for 
studied stabs at subdued quiet¬ 
ness. From the MTV- 
Unplugged-sounding opener, 
“Winner’s Blues,” to the closing 
love song “Sweet Shine,” 
sweetness and light poke out 
from behind the standard fren¬ 
zied guitar work that fans have 
come to expect from Sonic 
Youth. But those moments, dis¬ 
arming as they may be, are what 
keeps this record interesting. 
More experimental than their 
previous outings, this obliquely- 
named album is filled with all 
sorts of weird noise, cacopho¬ 
nous beats, and off-kilter 
singing. Highlights include Riot 
Grrrl godmother Kim Gordon 
shamelessly name-dropping 
bands and record labels on 
“Screaming Skull,” and 
Thurston Moore’s frustrated 
fractured singing on the anti¬ 
gay bashing “Androgynous 
Mind.” 

Heavens to Betsy 
Calculated 
Kill Rock Stars 

Gorin Tucker has a scream sear¬ 
ing enough to peel paint off of 


ceilings. With her drumming 
partner Tracy Sawyer, Heavens 
to Betsy is one of the best gui¬ 
tar/drums duos to come out of 
the Northwest music scene 
since...the Spinanes! And 
despite their press release, 
which stresses that they’re not 
really a riot grrrl band, this is 
quintessential riot grrrl music - 
angry, bitter and heartfelt. This 
record packs an intense emo¬ 
tional wallop that rings true 
emotionally. While containing 
more than a few revenge fantasy 
songs, there are also numerous 
lyrical references to privilege, 
specifically, upper-middle- 
class-white-punk-girl privilege. 
Bravely, Gorin takes on the hyp¬ 
ocritical racism inherent in her 
own clique-ish “alternative” 
scene, and though it smacks a 
bit of white guilt, it proves that 
she’s willing to look beyond the 
confining walls of this thing 
called “riot grrrl.” That, along 
with her abrasive guitar blasts 
and scratchy screaming, help 
make for a powerful record. 

Opus 111 
Guru Mother 
Eastwest 

Listening to Opus III makes me 
feel nostalgic for the summer of 
’92, when raves were peaking in 
San Francisco and everyone 
was gobbling ecstasy like it was 
candy. It’s really pathetic that 
I’m nostalgic for a scene that 
ended two years ago, but this 
record eases my sense of loss. 
Though filled with a more 
accessible “radio-friendly” ver¬ 
sion of the jaw-clenching tech¬ 
no stuff played in clubs, this

second record from Britain’s 
Opus III still throbs. Songs here 
come in two varieties: dance 
floor fodder, to get your body 
out there moving; and slower, 
more ambient material, for 
when you’re mellowing out in a 
chill-out room. The ethereal, 
sweet female vocals soften the 
mix at times, making this seem 
like the adult contemporary ver¬ 
sion of rave music - or “techno- 
lite,” if you will. However, in 
spite of this (or perhaps because

Maybe it’s just a 
matter of publishers’ deciding to 
give us what they think we 
want.

Everywhere House is a 
good novel that is too frequent¬ 
ly interrupted by the least 
telievable murder mystery I’ve 
come across in years. That’s a 
real shame because the non¬ 
mystery portions of Jane 
Meyerding’s first novel are 
quite entertaining. Set in the late 
’70s, the novel concerns the 
inhabitants of Everywhere (as in 
we are) House, a lesbian com¬ 
mune in Seattle. When a male 
professor is found stabbed to 
death under a spray-painted 
warning “women fight back!’’ 
the police have no trouble 
deciding that a member of the 
local lesbian separatist group, 
the Furies, must be guilty. Terry 
Barber, a non-separatist from 
Everywhere House, decides to 
investigate the murder. Her 
motivation is never credibly 
explained; neither is the willing¬ 
ness of total strangers to talk to 
her about the murder. When she 
is not sleuthing about, however, 
Terry is a beguiling character, 
struggling to make sense of the 
political life of the period. 
Meyerding’s other characters 
are well developed, and 
extremely interesting. As a look 
at the ways of being lesbian and 
political in the ’70s, Everywhere 
House is quite a find. What a 
pity that Meyerding loaded 
down her good novel with dis¬ 
pensable mystery-isms. 


The Kali Collection is 
not a bad mystery, but Claudia 
McKay’s prose style gives new 
meaning to the term leaden. 
Lynn Evans is an investigative 
journalist/news photographer 
who stumbles upon a strange 
connection between drug deal¬ 
ers and a cult of goddess wor¬ 
shipers. She also succumbs to 
the mysterious Marta, a cult 
devotee who may have been 
involved in a murder. True love, 
or true lust, leads to all manner 
of plot machinations including a 
trip to Nepal. McKay does a 
good job evoking exotic locales; 
the cult is frighteningly real. 
Through it all, however, I found 
myself wishing that I cared. 
McKay’s characters tend to be a 
bit shy of a single dimension, 
and, even at the plot’s most 
interesting moments, the result 
was at most a book with which
